Sir Charles (jreeiiwa> Bari chairman of 
the Anglo Persian Oil C o and the British 
Petroleum Co, and one of the leading authori¬ 
ties on petroleum, has a very mteiesting 
statement on oil fuel and the t oal stoppage 
in the ( omptndiiim Pointing out that all 
over the country railways tramlines, water 
works and industrial plants were hastily 
converted to oil burning and that tin- 
results obtained were such as to give a 
most powerful impetus to the geneial use 
of fuel oil he says these results would 
have been more impressive if time had been 
time and opportunity to make thecniixersions 
in a more perm inent and SLientihc iiiaiinei 
As It was, men at the head ol pulilii services 
and industrial enterprises were in inan\ lasis 
obliged by theimeigemv to make tin change 
from CO il to oil 111 c tempoi tr\ -end m ikcshilt 
fashion which did not permit of stciiiing the 
maaimum advantages to he denvi d fiom the 
adoption of oil fuel either 111 the iliiection of 
thermal ellicieiicy or of economic hancliing 

Even under the handicap of pressing neces 
sity siilhcient was accomplished to demon 
strate very strikingly the advant-iges of 
petroleum and the important pait it will in 
future play in the industrial life of the nation 
and of the world Many of those who turned 
to oil in the time of crisis will, necessarily, go 
bark to coal when adequate supplies are once 
mure assured , but a large number of others, 
will, undoubtedly, continue to use oil as the 
experience they have gained will have con 
vinced them that for many purposes and in 
many parts of the United Kingdom it is more 
economical when all the factors entering into 
the production of power are taken into ac 
emunt apart from its cleanliness and facility 
of handling 

OH Cannot Roplaco Coal 

I his IS a good time to point out, Sir Charles 
laintinues, that a great deal of nonsense has 
been talked in the public Press about oil 
dehnitely and completely taking the place of 


coal This IS of course, absurd, and no 
practical oil man entertains any such notion 
1 he requirements of the world for fuel are so 
gieatly in excess of anything that the present 
ml production of the world could meet that 
It IS nonsense to speak as has been done of 
the 'doom of coal having been sounded 
\\ hat oil men do claim—and even now the 
I laiin IS being justified- is that in many de 
partments nf industrial life, petroleum is 
f ir mnie efficient and economical than coal 
as a source of heat ind power, and that such 
uses of petroleum w ill giadually bee ome more 
varied and extensive In the shipping indus 
li\,foi instance it is already clear that the 
ml driven vessel is rapidly forcing the coal 
huining one from the seas and that large 
supplies of oil are essential to maritime 
supremacy 

the one thing which could prevent petro 
li uin taking its proper place in the industrial 
cii tivity of the world is a f ulure of supplies 
And here 1 think there is no ground what 
(ver fur the pessimism wliic h has lately 
becomi. fashion-tblc with a certiin group of 
ml critics Indeed the facts of the 1 ase are 
completely at variante with the deductions 
drawn fiuiii them We have heardagrett 
deal of latf ibout the rapidly approaching 
exh-iustioii of will known helils but the pio 
duition of these helds has gone on increasing 
at such a rate th 11 it has even been found 
necessary to put 1 cheik. on it Ihis being 
ihe case it is pretty obvious that the 1 lamnur 
ing warnings about the imminent fxiluie of 
the sources of suppiv in Mexico and in the 
United States have been inspired by other 
motives than any real fear of a falling off in 
supplies

Production and Coot 
Mavufacturiri and those who are identi¬ 
fied with the industries of the country are 
greatly concerned as to the future welfare of 
Great Britain It is not only that our own 
position gives cause for apprehension but the 
rate at which other states are recovering 
ground lost through the war is so much 
greater than here that, unless something is 
done to improve production and lessen cost, 
we shall hnd ourselves behind in the race for 
commercial supremacv In Belgium and 
Germany, for instance, the workpeople have 
settled down to work in reai earnest \ccord 
■ng to a recent visitor to those countries, the 
workpeople are giving not merely a normal 
day % work, but a day and a half They are 
evidently very conscious of the need for re 
est'iblishing their trade and commerce and 
are not sparing themselves any more than 
they did during the war in rehabilitating 
their country from the industrial standpoint 
Ihis gentleman found things very diffeient 
over here Our workpeople he says, are 
making nothing like the effort of their late 
enemies If tins is so, then it is time there 
I ame an alteialion So grave is the situation 
that a meeting of business men, representa 
tive of all sections of hnance, trade and in 
dustry was held at the Mansion House, Lon 
don, this week, 'to consider the grave 
economic situation which now faces the 
nation, with a view to impressing upon his 
Majesty s Government and all classes of the 
I ommunily the imperative need of increasing 
production and reducing expenditure, so that 
the wealth annihilated by the war may be 
restored It is believed that with the exercise 
of economy, both personal and public, and 
greater industry on the part of everyore, the 
credit of the nation can rapidly be restored

news print paper, wrapping paper and finer 
kinds of paper In their work these three 
branches are comparatively independent of 
one another 

Under separate management there has been 
established a new medium, tne I mnish Paper 
Office (Finlands Papperskontor) for the sale 
of paper in Finland, as well as in Russia, 
Lsthonia latvia, and Liffland This latter 
organisation has been joined by the Ksmment

Ihe paper machine is nithout doubt the 
mmt important machine in the paper industry

Ihe quality of the product depends very 
much upon the type of drive selected and the 
proper application of it with revpet t to the 
machine Speed regulation, flexibility of 
control and uninterrupted servue are all im 
portant factors and must be given taiefiil 
consideration I or this reason it is desirable 
to have the paper niachine iiid its drive a 
complete unit in itself independent of the 
rest of the mill so that trouble in the rest of 
the mill will not result in any interruption in 
the actual production of papr r 

1 here are rcrtain parts of eveiy jiaper ma 
chine which luiiat a constant speed regard 
less of the sperd at whii h the paper is being 
produced and these parts luiisisting of thr 
screens, pumps, suitioii and agitatois con 
stitute what is commonly c illed tlie i onstant 
speed end of the mail int ir is not sin tlv 
true to say that the constant speed end is 
independent of the variable speed end of the 
paper machine as the speed at which it 
opeiateSi^id the power required aie laigel> 
determined bv the maximum spied at nt ich 
It IS intended to make paper Hoivecer, the 
drive of this end of the machine presents no 
difficulties whatever in its application and 
lequires ver^ little attention 

The variable speed end of the machine i on 
sists of a number of sections which have been 


in the past and are very largely at the present 
time bung driven from a single line shaft 
through a system of cone pulleys and bevel 
gears with friction clutches for starting and 
stopping each individual section separately 
if occasion requires 

Variable 5p«oda. 

4 great deal of time and study has^een 
devoted to the driving of the variable speed 
end of a paper machine and indeed it is*ho 
mean task because the requirements are very 
exacting 1 he stock enters the machine at the 
wtt end on the couch or wiie and consists of 
piobably qg pei rent water and i per cent 
stock Here the sheet is formed and a large 
part of the water removed after which it 
passes through one or more presses and over 
the dryers and finally through the calenders to 
the reel and rewinder as finished paper with 
probably not more than 5 per cent moisture 
V continuous sheet must therefore be mam 
tamed thioughout the machine and owing to 
its condition there is a slight difference in 
speed between each wection which must be 
maintained absolutely This, diflereni e in 
speed IS called draw and vanes from time 
to time depending upon the condition of the 
stock and of the atmosphere and must of 
necessity be capable of adjustment 

Ihe drive must not only permit of a very 
close speed legulation, but must also peiniit 
ol adjusting the draw ' between sections aniL

Mechanical Drive Umltitlons 

In the past it has been the piactiie to um 
steam engines with niechaiiicsl speed chang 
ing devices befts 1 one pulleys gears cti ind 
although thi re are at present a large iiiiiiiber 
ofelectrii motor drives in ojieralicm Ihrv have 
been of the siiig’e niiitoi type mostly with 
the same mei haiiical contrivances, and have 
opr r ited very successfully 

Ihe inerblineal drive howeyer, has iis 
limitations and the recent demand foi new s 
print has resulted in the high speed paper 
machine and the development of the sectional 
drive which has occupied the attention of 
engineers for jears It is clamed b> some 
authorities that the present mechanical drive 
has reached its limit so far as speed possibili 
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ties are Lanterned, although speeds in excess 
of goo feet pei minute base been attained, and 
that for fuither development we must look to 
some otlif r ts peof drive I he sectional ilrive 
has therefore, far reaching possibilities, as 
there is no limit to the speed at which it mil 
operate 1* urtheimure, the use of this t} pe of 
drive has made it possible to secuie a large

1 he most important exporting countries to 
South Africa were Fogland, Canada, the 
United States, Sweden and Norw i> but a 
value of only £4,100 was recseived from I'm 
land in igao 1 he competition of Cerniaiiv, 
which occupied a piominent position belore 
the war, has now been resumed says a torre 
spondentof the Mamhestti GaaicfianCoiRmcr 
ctal At present complete stagnation prevails 
in the paper trade is most of the newspapeis 
have contracts which run tu the end nf this 
year but fresh orders for next \ear will have 
to be entered into in September and Oc tuber 
News print IS now beingoflered in Cape Town 
At £30 per ton as compared with £90 per ton 
c I f Cape I own a year ago 

Referring to the establishment of a paper 
mill in the Union, Soiith A/rica says —Ihe 
Arst suggestion of a paper null in South 
Africa dates back to 1915 when the intention 
was to use the natural grasses of the country 
This and many later piopositions have fallen 
through largely on acxount of the expense 
entailed in collecting the raw material and 
centralising it at a suitable place for distribu 
tion over the I nion Since that date the face 
of South Africa has changed, especially that 
of Natal where the country is now covered by 
thousands upon thousands of acres of wattle 


trees A dozen wattle extract mills have 
sprung up beside some of which huge heaps 
of spent tan, bark from w hich the extract has 
been taken, bear testimony to the large 
amount of bark used in this industry 
1 housands of tons of the wood itself are burnt 
annually for want of a better market and it is 
only those whose plantations arp in close 
proximity to the railway who can depend 
upon a payable pnee for their timber bx 
periments have been tned with the waste * 
bark from thft English tannerie*-, and fairlv 
satisfactorv paper has been produced from 
this material, but the experiments lately 
carried out on behalf of the Albert Falls 
Power Co , Ltd ,of Marit/burg Natal by their 
expert, klr 1 < F Heyerdahl, have proved that 
excellent paper can be produced both fron 
the spent tan and also from the wattle wood 
if the bark is fresh from thi mill and anv 
paper concern which hopes for sut cess must 
have Its mill situated in the lentre of the 
wattle extract industry and beside a goodly 
supply of water 

As announcfd in our issue of Septenibei 
16th the Albert Falls Power Co, Ltd have 
now foimed a subsidiary company called the 
South African Papei Mills Ltd who are 
about to elect an up to date paper mill at 
Albert f* tils which is situated nght in the 
centre of the wattle area on the railway Imi 
and beside the Umgeni River from which an 
ample supply of water is procurable both for 
power and mill purposes We understand 
that till new company do not intend to con 
Ane themselves eiiliiely to watlle bve pio 
ducts for their raw material but is ill also use 
a certain amount of tambuki grass wliiih 
along yyith the ivattle wood will produce 
white paper I hen chief produit foi somt 
time at least will however bekraft wrapping 
paper, of which they expect to turnout about 
6,000 tons per annum

From the paper market in I) S \ , howeser 
the reports are pietts satisfartois andtlitre 
IS every indication that the paper mills theie 
ran look to the autumn with coiihdeiue and 
are making preparations for an inire*isrri 
demand 

Pew Salea of Celluloae 

As a ronsequence of the drooping tendenr \ 
of the European paper m iiket it lias prac 
tically been impossible to efiei t any new sales 
of cellulose either to Liigland or to the C on- 
tinent 1 he few orders that have come into 
the market have still beei taken h\ the 
Finnish factories at piites with wliiih the 
Swedish sellers cannot compete after the 
latest fall in the t innish exchanges 
On the other hand delis eries on ai count of 
( urrent t nntrai ts base been very considerable 
and 1 ngland alonr according to the ofluial 
etatistics has imported 44 Rna tons of bleached 
and unblexclieil chemical wood pulp fiom 


Sweden during August while the imports 
during the same month last year reached 
only 33,135 tutu 

1 he quotations for both sulphite and sul¬ 
phate cellulose have been practically un¬ 
changed at about Kr 375-300 per ton fob for 
easy bleaching sulphite, Kr 340-265 per ton 
fob for strong bleaching sulphite, and 
Kr 300 210 per ton fob for kraft pulp 

1 he demand from USA continues to be 
very good and the prices have been extremely 
firm with a faint tendency to use Thus 
strong sulphite has fetched from f 7 50 up to 
I270 per 100lbs ex dock, and kraft pulp 
f 2 35 up to |2 50 per too lbs 

It has aroused a certain amount of astonish 
ment 111 manufacturing circles in bweden that 
the American customs authorities before ad 
muting pulp, have in certain cases demanded 
a guaiantee for the possible anti dumping 
customsduty 1 he anti dumping law recently 
passed, however could scarcely be applied to 
Swedish cellulose for the prnes obtained on 
the American market are the same as those 
quoted on others including the home market 
In tcitaiii cases indeed, even higher prices 
have been leached in US \ than in Europe 
so that there can absolutely be no talk of 
dumping on the American market 

neciianical Wood Pulp 

Ihe tone on the mechanical wood pulp 
market is mure hopeful than on the cellulose 
market and a boom in sales is generally ex 
peeled bef ire long, for reports from 1 ngland 
the C ontinent and America are toleiably well 
in actord with regaid to stocks in the hands 
of busers which aie alleged to have been 
considerahl> reduced, at the same time the 
dem iiid foi news print and print iigs is good 
Lspecialls fioni Norway a number of pretty 
large salei of wet pulp have been 1 oncluded 
and the Norwegian quotations fur the day 
keep about 100 Norwegian crowns per ton 
fob

I he need for cheaper printing as a means 
to reviving demand for paper and allied pro 
ducts IS urged b> I'api} and Ftagiess the 
house organ of Messrs btrong, Hanbury and

1 he one vital fact to be borne in mind we 
arc told, is that to day there is universal tom 
plaint that the price of printing is too high 
Ihe decrease which has taken place in the 
c ost of papci iiaturilly reflec ts a reduc lion in 
the piici for printed matter but whilst an iin 
economic labour cost is maintained we cannot 
expect to see the world of print freed from 
iii-ictivitv Iherc is of course, certain work 
which must be executed under an v conditions 
but even 111 these instances, whilst such 
tempting terms arc olfered from the continent 
aifrlxin peiieiitahe of whatever work there 
IS will be hound to linci ils wav thitliei 

\\ Inchesei wav it's Iciuked at, the sc net of 
the fiiliiie piiispciitv of thr countiv lies in 
reduced priies and we venture to think that 
no bade or iiidiistrv c in long exist whilst ic 
taming 01 endeavouring to retain its wages 
at Ihe same point as that which prevailed 
during the period of the giealest intlatiiui 

I here is at the time of \vi itmg an undoubted 
movement 111 the trade which with some 
assistance would we believe mark the start 
iiig point of a leal recovers It is not of 
course possible that in instantaneous levival

Not only in this country, but in the United 
States IS the question of standardisation of 
paper receiving attention, and Mr Ualdon 
Fawcett has been examining the scheme 
adopted by the American (joi ernnient in re 
spect of then papei purchases, which will 
remain in force until igaa 
Printing papers are by this standardisation 
subdivided into white news print, coloured 
news print, machine finish printing, plant 
fibre machine finish printing, antique print 
ing, opaque printing, high machine finish, 
rag machine finish printing sized and super- 
caTandeied printing and half tone printing 
"Coated Book carries the classifications 
double coated one side book single coated 
and double coated both side book 
‘ Writings ha\e standardised groupings 
of white french folio, white and coloured 
high machine finish, white and coloured 
writing tub sized, air or loft dried fine white

The 'Bonds show thin bond, white and

and so on The specifications are not in 
tended as formulm for the manufacture of 
the several kinds of paper, but as descriptions 
of the lowest grades that will be accepted 
the governmental paper standards incor 
porate some features that might not be univer 
sally accepted in commercial practice I* or 
example, the standard of plant fibre, machine 
finish printing paper (of which the Govern 
ment proposes to purchase i oooooo pounds 
dm mg the next six months) was established* 
to encourage the commercial production of 
paper made from domestii corn and cotton 
stalks llax and cereal straws, wild and culti 
vated graiaes and other plants not now used 
in making paper 

Inasmuch as the Paper Committee of the 
National Association of Purchasing Agents 
has lately issued recommendations for stan¬ 
dard packing papers, both in rolls and sheets, 
it may be worthy of passing comment that 
the Government is essaying standardisa¬ 
tion in this same quarter Dry lumber not 
less than Hths of an inch thick is specified for 
packing cases Plat paper is required to be 
put up flat, approximately fioo pounds to the 
case of esen reams Coated paper must, 
according to the standard programme, be 
acked with heavy binders boards, top and 
ottom of the case Uncle Sam does not 
countenance a variation abo\e the ordered 
ream weight of more than 5 per cent It is 
the Government practice to ha\e the Public 
Printer not only suppl\ all cores (3 to 6 inches 
diamet»r) for roll paper but to supply the 
labels for all cases ana rolls 

In conclusion, it may be noted, as a source 
of satisfaction to the paper industry, that if 
the time is coming when all purchases will 
be made on “standards and when, perhaps 
the Goternment will attest to prisate buyers 
"certified standards of quality, ’ ther^ will be 
reward for the foresight which has prompted 
the paper industry to meet thw issue of 
standardisation squarely and in gobd season

Important informabon fs contained in the 
series of reports on the industrial and economic 
situation in various countries issued by the 
Department of Overseas Irade Fspeciallv 
IS this the case in regard to the new states 
which have aiisen in turope The position 
oci upied by Czecho blovakia is of particular 
interest to paper people in this country on 
account of the number of paper mills which 
are included in the territory Ihe report 
just issued by the Department of Overseas 
1 rade is written by Mr R H Brire Lockhart, 
Commercial Secretary to H M Legation 
Prague, but he has nothing to say regarding 
the paper industry except to give statistics of 
the paper imported and exported 

It IS interesting to learn, however with 
regard to the general trade aspec t, that, like 
Lngland, C zei ho Slovakia is an industrial 
State which lives or falls by its export tiade 
it must never be forgotten that, if by the 
Peace treaty the C'eihs became possessed 
of So per cent of the industr\ of the former 
kustrian 1 inpire they have also lost some 
50 or 6o per cent of their former markets 
ill other woids So per cent of the Vus 
trian industry was concentrated in Bo 
hernia Ihis iiidustiy, which was protected 
by a tariff against Germiiny and which 
formerly had its best markets among the 45 
million inhabitants of the former Vuslrian 
1 mpire, has to day a home market of less 
than 14 millions Ihe Caeiho Slovak State 
has therefore an industry far too large for its 
own needs These needs it is estimated i an 
be covered by, roughly, 30 to 3; percent of 
the normal production This shows how 
largely C /ei h industry is dependent on export 
for Its existence Net only have the old 
markets to be reconquered, and reconquered 
now, without any tariff privileges against 
German and Austrian competition, but owing 
to the low purchasing power of most of the 
neighbouring states new markets have to be 
discovered \\e5tern Europe, which has its 
own industrial and export crisis, does not 
offer a favourable held, and the hopes of 
Czech manufacturers are direct^ to Ruaia 
and to the Balkans Ihe former however 
offers no immediate scope, and in the mean¬ 
time Czech industrv must exist 
The restoration of normal ronditions in 
Central Luiope must be the work of the 
Central European States themselves, and the 
key ter the whole problem lies in a closer and 
more friendly co operation between the van 
ous Succeision States The Czechs have been 
blamed for hindering this policy of co opera 
tion, but a careful and unbiassed study of the 
facts leads one to the conclusion that these 
accusations are, to a large extent, very one 
sided The crux of the position lies in the 
question of transport facilities in Central 
burupe If transport could be restored to 
noriraT conditions and a more serious effort 
made to break down the artificial barriers 


created by political severances and sustained 
by the policy of mutual blockade between 
the btates, much could be done to relieve the 
economic situation, not only of Czecho 
Slovakia but also of all her neighbours 

Happily, there are signs that to day the 
various states of Central Europe realise the 
position, and it is permissible to hope that 
before the end of the present year many of 
the vexatious regulations regarding import 
and export restrictions will have been 
abolished 

As regards Czecho Slovakia herself, the 
next few months will be fraught with diffi 
cullies on account of the general trade stagna¬ 
tion 1 he Government, however, has foreseen 
the dangers of the crisis, and there is every 
ground for hoping that that common sense 
which IS a distinguishing feature of the Czech 
character will tide the country safely over this 
period of depression 

As to the prospects for British goods in 
Czecho Slovakia the report states that under 
the conditions which prevail ‘st present in 
Czechoslovakia only those hrms^who take 
the trouble to send out their own fepresenta 
lives aie likelv to achieve satisfactoiy results 
Foi the present it is tiue the openings for 
British goods are comparatively few When 
trade improves and the contiol is removed 
the possibilities for business should be greater 
Much will depend however on how far our 
prices can lompcte with thr local and Ger 
man competition

round a better lone In I ancashire, for 
instance wheie everything revolves round the 
cotton iiidustr>, there are signs of igovement, 
if not of activity and one firm has been 
obliged to go on to overtime in order to deal 
with a rush of orders 1 he effect of this nas 
been felt in the paper mills, especially those 
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which supply the cotton factories with a cer 
tain part of their equipment This is regarded 
in the North as some nidence of trade revi\al, 
which, it IS much to be hoped, will be perma 
nent and widespread 1 lie obstacles, how 
ever are many and great, and Mr W L 
Hichens, the chairman of Cammel, Laird and 
C o , indicates some of them He maintains 
that there can be no real and permanent im¬ 
provement in our trade until the political 
conditions of Europe are more stable than 
the> are to day Europe w as our best custo- 
niei before the wai, and until we can resume 
trade relations we cannot get back to nor 
inality 1 he thing that matters it seems to 
me as a business man, ’ he sajs, is stabilits 
I don t care how many marks go to £ as long 
as the matter is definite and sou know where 
sou are but when the exchange pops about 
from day to dav > uu feel tli it mones is no 
longer the medium of exchange at all, and 
that It has lost its real function in the world 
Inllation is the lool cause of this instabilit> 
It IS a monster created for a tf itaiii purpose, 
and It has proved too powerful lor those who 
called It into existence, and in the end is going 
to piose their destruction

Prices 

I’RiiLs are geiieially legaided is the prin 
ipal factor in trade revival Whether thev 
aie entiitly so mas be doubted liiitish 
papermiLers base made great efforts to en 
4 mirage trade by loweiing tlicir prices and 
these advances can scarce!v be said set to 
base succeeded (Quotations have been cut 
out of all proportion to costs and still orders 
are slow to come forward 1 here is a limit 
to this proceduie, of course, and that limit 
has been reached and [lassed W hether the 
concessions made by the manufacturers and 
the wholesale traders base been consejed to 
consumers by letaileis is another point about 
which there are doubt*, and until conhdeiue 
is inspiied by these concessions reaching the 
consumers there cm be little prospectof trade 
activity at home 1 his drag upon the wheel 
IS bound to be lifted or forced awai in time, 
and the sooner the better 

A Trade Barometer 

1 iiXRB IS a ps>chology of paper as well as 
of human nature It is curious just now to 
not! how universal are the symptoms govern 
ing the trade Kraft pulp and paper is a case 
in point Business in these materials has 
4 leveloped alike in Europe and in America 
The moral to be drawOt perhaps, is that the 


movement in kraft presages a renewal of 
activity in the paper business It is assumed 
that the demand for kraft paper is based on 
the improvement in business all round, toge¬ 
ther with the fact that the large stocks which 
were held when the slump came have now 
been exhausted Wrappings are usually re 
garded as a good trade barometer, and as 
kraft paper is used so largely in connection 
with other branches of commerce, the activity 
which IS beginning to show itself may be 
taken as another indication that business is 
leally on the move

British Qoode Desired 

JuDciNo by report* coming from various 
parts of the world, there is a general desire 
to secure British goods, business in which 
was interrupted by the war Every traveller 
returning to this country brings the same tale 
But while there is the desire to purchase 
Biitish goods, the complaint is general that 
our prices are too high, and much above those 
of our competitors Although these specific 
objections have been raised in regard to other 
manufactures than paper, there is little doubt 
th It paper quotations from this country are 
also on the wrong side compared with those 
III some lontinental producers It is time, 
therefore, to pay veiy special attention to the 
question of costs and see if prices cannot be 
loweied One of the great hindrances to 
foieign trade at the moment is the question 
of the exchanges and their uncertain fluctua¬ 
tions Against these there seems to be no 
remed> ^ et until prices are adjusted, it seems 
impossible to expect any recovery in export 
Perhaps the Goiernment, in attempting to 
deal with the problem of unemployment, may 
be able to evolve a credits scheme which will 
set things on the move again 
• • • 

An Awakening World 

It is not alone tl ose who handle paper whu 
are affected b> high costs of goods The en 
gineers who supply papermaking and other 
mxrhinerj abroad aie also concerned L hina 
presents a case in point, for here, owing to 
higher puces, British firms have been passed 
over for American and Japanese conoirns 
whose quotations are considerably lower 
Ihis IS an unfortunate state of things and 
remedy is difficult to apply But we are all 
anxious that British engineers should be able 
to stand a chance of such contracts that may 
be going In the case of the pulp and paper 
industry, there is a great world awakduing, 
and our manufacturers who can produce tha 
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good! should aot be ruled out by reason of 
price Ihe regulation of this matter is not 
one in which the Government can assist It 
IB a matter for internal organisation Unfor 
tunately the first item that comes up for con 
sideration is that of wages Representing as 
they do so large a proportion of the ultimate 
cost It IS inevitable that they should be 
watched closely I here are other directions 
also where cost can be lowered and for the 
sake of the industrial future of this country it 
IS essential that they should be carefulh and 
speedily ini estigated

A report of the Finnish Central Chamber 
of Commerce states that the paper industry 
shows an encouraging increase in Ihe amo&nt 
of eipoiis although a number of the machines 
are still idle Mechanical pulp and card¬ 
boards are weakest, but sales have now taken 
an upward trend 1 he amount of celluldse 
exported showb a satisfying increase Most 
of the cellulose exported finds its way to the 
USA but Japan, Fiance and Belgium have 
increased their demands for same and even 
far off Mexico has appeared as a purchaser 
Prices are, however not all that could be 
desired 

Ihe exports of paper which are the most 
important in this branch of the woodworking 
industries, have not increased in the same 
degree, and consists principally of news print 
paper and grease proof paper wmlst the sales

Canada exported 50,18- tons of news print 
paper to the United btatesin July an increase 
of ii,g6a toiu over the month of June pre 
ceding, accoRling to a statement just issued 
from Washington American imports of 
news print from burope during the month 
totaled 7,883 tons, Germany sending 4535 
tons, Sweden 3,344, and Belgium, Denmark, 
Finland and the Netherlands making up the 
lemainder 

In June the European imports amounted to 
4.558 tons taking the July imports from 
Europe as a monthly average for the year it 
would mean that the United States imports 
of news print from other r ountries than 
Canada this year, m spite of all that has been 
said about them will fall below 100000 tons 
or less than 5 per cent of the normal American 
consumption of news print 

Meanwhile United States exports of news 
print, normally over 5,000 tons a month have 
fallen to almost 500 tons In normal times 
American news print exports would just 
about offset their present rate of European

tions in the contract price for paper will also 
contribute to this end In Canada the fedkral 
election campaign is also expected to have 
a stimulating effect upon the news print 
market •

The Minnesota and Ontario Paper Com 
pany announce a price of 988 per ton for 
news print paper for the month of October, 
November and December 1 his is a further 
voluntary reduction of 910 per ton fiom the 
contract price, and is in addition to a reduc 
tion already given of 95 making a total 
reduction of 9 >5 per ton from the priie pre 
viously fixed by contract for the last quaiter 
of 1911

A very simple and inexpensive device, em 
ployed in an important French works with 
good results is described as follows in la 
PaMttie - 

A bristly brush 10 centimetres (3 94 in ) wide 
is placed inside the wire, between thehr&t and 
second suction boxes starting from the head 
roll and just undei the vellum or laid panel 
drip roll 

I he extremities of this brush aie held by 
two sliding supports with an adjusting screw, 
so that It can be moved near to or away fiom 
the wire The bristles of this biush should be 
eight centimetres long For good work it is 
well to have at least three auction boxes 

I he first box must be well regulated so that 
the proper quantity of water will reach the 
drip roll Care must also be taken to regulate 
vibration so that the fibres will cross over 
each other uniformly, an essential point 1 he 
brush extracts the water retained by the drip 
roll and drives it through the meshes of the 
wire, thus preventing crushing in the wet 
press

A British patent has been granted to Mr J 
H Pickup covering a method of treating 
fibres According to this, fibres from the 
leaves of agave, yucca etc, are obtained in 
a pliable state, suitable for spinning and for 
papermaking, by allowing the material to 
stand and ferment in water for from two to 
four days at 80 loo degs f The liquid, 
which may contain citric acid amt alcohol, is 
expressed The material is then washed and 
treated with slaked lime, the liquid is again 
squeezed out, and the material without wash 
ing, IS boiled for three to five hours under 20 
to 35 lb pressure, and subsequently washed 


and neutralised in an acid bath, cr acid salt, 
such as hyposulphite of soda, if the product 
IS dark colourM or muriatic, sulphunc, or 
acetic acid It is next again washed and 
boiled under pressure with alkali for about 
four hours, then washed and the alkali neu¬ 
tralised With acid or acid salt as before, again 
washed, dried, and passed through a breaker 
or carding machine The process is applic 
able to Agave Lechuguilla, A Heteracantha, 
A Mexicana (Magu»), Yucca Gloriosa, Y 
Filfimentosa, and Y' raccata 



Sir Richard Squires, Premier of Newfound 
land, who has been on a visit to Montreal,

1 iiB directoi of the Institute states that the 
forests departments of foiii of the States, 
New south Wales Victoria, West Australia, 
and lasmania, have agreed to lontribute 
£35010 the cost of the work during the cm rent 
financial year I he paper trade interests are 
also CO operating in the work and lontribut 
ing to Its cost The Australian Paper Mills 
Co, Ltd, Melbourne, has made a grint of 
£100, while the newspaper proprietors in 
West Vustralia base purchased and presented 
to the Institute an experimental papermaking 
machine at a cost of over £600 Paper has 
been already made in this machine from pulp 
from Australian timbers 

liiB West Australian Gosernment has 
offered the Institute a site of a so acres of land 
at Crawley on the Swan River value about 
£ 30 , 000 , as a site for a forest products labora 


At interesting case concerning a paper

ColBilal Caraar of a Lsndaa Appreatica 

A recent visitor to this country, a printer 
who learnt Ins trade in our mplropolis and 
who IB now numbered among Londoners 
holding important Colonial appointments, is 
Mr !■ W Knightli On his taking temporary 
leave of South Africa, where he is Government 
Printer for the Union Mr Knightly was given 
a send off dinner at Johannesburg b> his 
friends in the printing trade 

Born in London, Mr Knightly waseducated 
at Chiist s Hospital, Newgate Street and, at 
the age of i6 was apprenticed to Sir Philip 
Waterlow of Messrs Waterlow and bons Ltd , 
for a period of seven years, to learn the trade 
of printer and stationer His apprenticeship 
was served in the Finsbury Market factory 
where he passed through the binding depart 
ment case room, litho department machine 
department and paper warehouse At the ter 
mination of bis apprenticeship he was plated 
in rharge of some of the railway contracts 
then held by Messrs Waterlow and Sons of 
London 

In 1^01, during the South Afriiaii War, 
Mr Knightly was engaged in London by Sir 
Percy Girouard, the then Director of Imperial 
Military Railways, to proceed to Pretoria to 
start a printing plant to supply the railway 
requirements 

In 1907, Mr Knightly was offered the 
iposition of Government Printer of the 1 rans 
\aal, to take over control of the Government 
Printing Works in Pretoria and as the Rail 
way Department did not wish to losf his 
services, it was finally decided to amal 
gamate the two plants and staffs in Pretoria 

In 1^ the Government appointed Mr 
Knightly a member of the Iransvaal lender 
Board 

On the consummation of Union in 1910, 
kir Knightly was appointed Government 
Printer for the Union of South Africa which 
comprised taking over control of the priiiting 
and stationery establishments of the other 
three Provinces who had contracts in the 
capital towns of the Provinces for their 


printing requirements On the expiration of 
these contracts the work was larg^ con¬ 
centrated in Pretoria, ani^ the offices in 
Maritzburg and Bloemfontein were finally 
clo^ 

Mr Knightly still retains a large staff at 
Capetown, who supervise the contract print¬ 
ing for Parliament, and the issuing of all 
Parliamentary publumtions, and where there 
IS also a large stationery store for supplying 
the various Government Departmanlk 
throughout the Cape Peninsula and me 
South West Protectorate 

In 1910 Mr Knightly was appointed a 
member of the Tender Board for the Union 
of South Africa and in 1918 he was elected 
chairman of the Board 

Ihis board deals with all tenders for 
supplies to the various Government Depart 
ments throughout the Union, which total 
several millions sterling per annum, and 
forms no small part uf Mr Knightly s official 
duties

this purpose Sometimes these mctliudsian 
be adapted to existing plants nithout the 
installation of special niailiiner> , others tall 
for the use of a more or less met hanii al equip 
men! 

Practicallv all of these processes are based 
on the use of caustic soda and soda ash toge 
ther with some emollient foi softening the 
stock I hese proi ess s are open to the obiec 
tion that caustic soda, under heat isserj apt 
to merreriae the vegetable fibres resulting in a 
diminution of the fibre strength and a general 
pulpiness of finished product 1 his tendeni > 
to mercerise and discolour the vegetable fibres 
makes a caustic soda process an extremely 
difficult one to use in connection with the de 
inking of news print stock a held of useful 
ness containing vast possibililies 

A new prochsB has recently been introduced 
by Mr rdward Angier winch does not in 
volve the use of raustic soda Itisilainird 
that this process yields a beauiifiil white pulp 
with the fibre strength unimpaired and obvj 
ating the use of any bleach or tint 1 he ink 
IS thoroughly dissolved and lemoved and the 
process can be employed not only for book 
stock but for news print as well yielding a 
result in the latter case which is superior to 
the original new pulp in that it contains 20 
per tent of sulphite It requires no inslalla 
tion of expensive machinery, but ran be em 
ployed with the existing beatei and washing 
equipments already in operation in the aver 
age paper mill 

It IS claimed that the cost of chemicals is at 
least 33*, per cent lower than in the case of a 
causbc soda process, and that the matter of 
labour also is handled on a more economical 
basis

Discussing the wood pulp situation, more 

G articularly in relation to the attitude of the 
IS Government towards imported pulp, 
AffarHarldtu savs — 

Ihere is much talk in cellulose circles about 
a circular letter of instructions sent out by 
the Customs Division of the 1 reasury Depart 
ment at Washington, stating that there were 
violations of the anti dumpi^ provisions of 
the new Fordnev 1 niergency Tariff law in the 
shipment to U S V of wood pulp from Ger 
many and Scanninavian countries 1 he letter 
instructed the Federal Customs appraising 
ofhnrs to watch out for such shipments with 
a view to (ompare the prices at which the 
pulp was sold in the tountryof exportation 
and the prices at whii h the pulp was offered 
to American importers 
It IS reported that, so far, the Customs autho 
Titles have demanded a bond to be given for 
two German cargoes to cover eventual anti 
dumping duty which may be imposed after 
the investigation of the Sccretaiv of the 
Treasury As the prices for both sulphite and 
sulphate cellulose offered by the Swedish 
manufacturers to the American importers are 
just the same as the prices quoted to 1 uro 
pean buyers it is quite out of the question 
that there is any dumping from our side 1 he 
quotations given every week fulls prose this 
fact, and if the Amenran authorities investi 
gale the matter on this side they will 1 er 
tainly soon hnd out that there is no reason it 
all to suspect anv dumping proceedings in 
USA from the Swedish manulacturers 
On the other hand the manufacturers in 
Sweden base, as a rule alreadj taken their 
loss onAhe raw materi ils snih as pulp wood, 
coal etc, and wiilten the values down to the 
actual cost It appears that some of the 
Amerii an manufacturers have not vet taken 
these precautionary measures hut are trv mg 
to get fnll payment for the raw materials 
bought at last year s top prices 


The directors of Price Bros and Co, Ltd, 
at their dividend meeting in Quebec declared 
a dividend of one half of one per cent on out 
standing f 4a,6H3,3oo common stock This is a 
reduction from three quarters of one per cent , 
previously paid, or at the annual rate of a per 
cent against 3 per cent inaugurated after the 
recent reorganisation of the company Taking 
into consideration the fact that the company 
in the f ourse of reorganisation last year, dis 
tributed live new shares for one of the old 
company the dividend inaugurated last year 
was at the equivalent of 15 per cent on the 
old and is now reduced to 10 per cent equiva 
lent The company therefore is still paying 
a per cent more than it was a year ago 
Ihe Montreal Star, commenting on the 
lowered dividend, says ‘ It has been argued 
in thf street that the company might have 
been satished with a smaller multiplication 
of capital stock and also that the pividend 
was placed on too high a basis to be main 
tamed in all sorts of market conditions but 
It must be recalled that it has not as yet had

* I here are so many reasons why a diyerTsIl 
will run into a wrinkle, apparently wuthoilt 
any reason whatever On a new d»er felt 
when all the rolls are in place and the fait 1 
beaomes wrinkled it is usually because the, 
felt IS too tight In a case like that thg felt 
runs into a straight wrinkle and it shows that 
there are no rolls out of place The cause of 
this IS the paper has moistened tha felt and 
caused it to shrink until it becomes so tight 
that It jumps into ■ straight wrinkle 
Getting a wrinkle out of a new dryer felt is 
a hard and difficult proposition It Ihe 
wrinkle is discovered before it hasa chanie to 
become well formed there is a chance to save 
the felt But if the wrinkle becomes well 
fixed It would be impossible to save the felt 
Ihe best way is to place men all alonig the 
edge of the felt on both sides of the machine 
and try to pull the wrinkle out When this 
has been done and the wrinkle is out a solu 
tion of size and watei should be rubbed where 
the wrinkle was I his will shr^lk the lelt at 
the point where it was wrinkled' ThiA part of 
the felt will when di\ become more slaikthsn 
the rest 1 his slack c an be taken up and then 
the felt used as if nothing had happened

Ihat iniieterdts investigator of old paper 
customs, Mr Dard Hunter, has got together 
some interesting information on old water 
marks of animals which is set forth in Paper 
(N\ ) - 

Before the eighteenth century all paper was 
made on 'laid moulds and the sheets so 
made retained the impressions of the laid 
and chain wires which were used in the con 
itrurtion of the moulds Any w ire work, in 
the form of objects, added to the top of these 
laid and chain wnes also made impressions 
in the papei and these indentations are now 
called watermarks 

Why they are called by this name is not 
known as the mark in paper is no more made 
^ the use of water than the sheet itself In 
Mrman.this impression in the paper is called 
a ‘ wasser/eichen which like the L iiglish 
term watermark is confusing In French it 
IS called " iiligrane and in iSutch papier 
merken These two names are more suit 
able \mes in 1749 calls them papermarks, 
and Breitkopf in 17S4 writes of them as 
“ papierzeicheir In 1790 a patent was taken 
out in England by John Phipps for teaching 
writing and drawing by means of ' water 
marks' in paper This is peihaps the first 
instance where a paperniaik was given this 
name, so the term watermark must ha\e 
originated in the late eighteenth tentury 
11 hese wire firms were held in p’ace on the 
surface of the moulds by means of wire 
stitched back and forth over the mark In 
some of the older watermarks in paper it is 
quite possible to detect these sewing on wires 
when the sheet is held to the light as they 
held the pulp thinner at these points In 
many of the very early marks these sewing 
wires are quite pronounced owing to wire 


nineteenth centuiV Perhaps these writers 
have misuken the impressions left m the 
paper by the clumsy wire stitches and 
thought they were caused by the use of solder 

In noting the watermarks of the thirteenth 
century the simplicity is striking, as these 
marks were made of heavy wire wnich would 
not admit of much twisting or forming into 
complicated designs During the fourteenth 
and hfteenth centuries the wire gradually be 
came liner and the marks more in detail • 

A great deal has been written on water 
marking from an histoiiial point of view,but 
their value as a means of determining dates of 
paper, books and prints of the locality wl ere 
the paper was made, is to be questioned Tew 
of the early watermarks bore dates and even 
when they do, the date of the mark must not 
be accepted as the time of the printing on 
that particular sheet of paper The sheets 
might have been dated in the watermark and 
then remain >n the mill a great time before 
the paper was sold and after being purchased 
the paper might have been held in the 
printers warehouse 'or years before being 
printed upon \lso a dated mould might 
have been used lor many years seith the same

ments and from the writings of the old his 
torians All these creatures were symbols as 
well as idols to the Egyptians,-symbols to 
the educated and idols to the ignorant

Each of thesn watermarks, whether the 
human figure mans' works, animals or vege¬ 
tation seems to have had its place in thd 
world of svmbolism, but whether or not they 
meant anything other than trademarks to the 
early papermakers is mere conjecture How - 
ever, it is reasonable to think that they bore 
some Significance and held some sort of a 
vital place in the lives of the artisans that 
fashioned them, but whether they were used 
entirely as works of svmbolism it is not 
possible to say 

< he study of watermarks does not seem to 
have attracted much attention before the 
early eighteenth century In English the 
earliest writer to make mention of them ap 
nears to be John Lewis, writing in 1735 This 
work only mentions them as appearing in 
paper used by Cazton, the first printer in 
England Breitkopf was the first writer in 
Germany to attach enough importance to 
watermarks to wiite of them and in French, 
Jensen seems to be the earliest wliter to treat

1 he writer regrets very mui-h his enforced 
absence from the Edinburgh Conference for 
numerous reasons As a member of the Scot 
tish Committee responsible for the arrange 
ments of the meetings, I had been looking* 
forward for many months to the first Scottish 
Conference, which has paved oil so success 
fully Ihen, as a native of Edinburgh, 
educated at George Heriot s School and the 
Heriot Watt College, both of which institu 
tions were visited by the members of the 
SecMon, I would like to have renewed old 
associations under such pleasant cinum 
stances 

Dr Macdonalds masterly resume of tht 
tattitude of modern chemistry to industry and ‘ 
his plea for fundamental research luver a 
wide field and supply much material for 
thoughtful consideration by the papermaker 
His paper is timely, and most ippropriately ' 
read in Edinburgh where, a* the members of 
the Section have seen, the finest facilities foi 
research exist Vs Mr Gemmell has remarked, 
the question of research should be brought to 
a focus, and something practical attempted 
We ought to have a Research Vssocia 
tion for the paper industry Some of the 
membeis have suggested that the present 
time with Its bad outlook, is the wmst pos 
sible time to approach the papermaker on the 
subject I do not agree with this altogether 
If the papermakers realiv appieciated the 
value of research as an investment the le 
quisite funds would be forthcoming to keep 
our end up against our foreign competitors 
and at the present more than any other time 

I his subjei t IS beset with at least three 
dillu ulties Major Aitken has already hinted 
at one, VIA the dilliculty of getting leseari h 
men qualified to undertake the work with 
maximum expedition and economy in the 
practii al application of results to the paper, | 
industry 


In the second place, lack of technical educa¬ 
tion means lack of appreciation of the value 
of research I am afraid that it will be diffi¬ 
cult to obtain the appreciation of many paper- 
makeis until the younger generation is 
educated up to oiroprehend the valqe of this 
work Ihe lechnical Section must concen¬ 
trate on the educational question as it is the 
most important factor in the industry 

Ihe third difficulty is one creaM by the 
chemist himself Too often the cben*isl, who 
has been labouring long on a problem, is ajA 
to lay too great a stress on his discoveries, 
and magnify their importance In other 
words he becomes so snort sighted with the 
I close work of a narrow field that he loses all 
power of perspective vision 

Hydration ol Collnloao 
.Ido not wish to speak disrespectfully of the 
I work done in Germany and Ameiica on the 
hydration of cellulose during beating, men 
tioned by Dr Macdonald, but I would like to 
add a word of warning 1 have myself fol¬ 
lowed this question closely, and I shall be 
very much surprised ind*edlf within the next 
few vears any practical commercial process is 
evolved whereby the power required for beat 
mg will be reduced by, say, fifty per cent by 
the use of chemicals and aithout dtUment to 
Iho slot/ 

Many of the results on which these claims 
are based depend upon physiro chemical re 
actions, the exact significance of which are 
open to debate bo f ir as we have gone, I 
see no solid 01 valid reason for deserting the 
physical or mechanical theory of beating in 
conjunction with oui knowledge of colloid 
substmees It cannot be denied however 
that the ipplicdtion of certain chemicals 
aHeits Ihe process Fvery practical paper 
niakei knows tint he can shorten the time of 
beating bv tenc'ering the stock during bleach 
ing but It IS a dangerous game and dilhciilt 
to control 

Mr A W Smith, in his paper on ‘ Inter 
changeable 1 actors in Esparto Boiling has 
reviewed our knowledge of an interesting sub 
ject If this jiapei were art.ompanied by graphs 
showing the relationship between the three 
fictors-time, piessure and eoncentration of 
liquor as affecting yield—it would be a most 
invaluable contribution to the technology of 
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cBparto Hub bubject introduces a fouith 
factor not mentioned by Mr 'bmilh, but so 
intimatelyconiieiteil witb the boiling procesi 
that It taiimit be divorced fiom it, \ia,ion 
sumption of bleaching liquor Drastic boil 
ing results in a low yield and eass bleaching, 
while the maximum v leld obtained from mini 
mum boiling requires a higherconsumptionof 
bleat li Ihe stock lesuliing Irom these ex 
tremes varies so muih in its chaiacteristics 
that we hnd ceitain mills controlling their 
boiling prill ess entirely by the type nl stock 
required for any particular class of paper 
Beieridge has explored this subject to some 
extent as detailed in his Paperinakers Pocket 
Book ” but much is required to be done in 
this field Here laboratory experiments may 
be employed to obtain a preliminary outline 
of the field but the final results must be those 
obtained under practical woi king conditions 
as so much depends on the nature of the 
hnished papei 

New Oround. 

Major Aitken has broken new ground in 
his paper on ' 1 raclional Boiling of ksparlo, 
and he is to be congratulated upon the cleai, 
concise fishion in which he has presented a 
rather difficult subject In his theory of the 
subject I agree thoroughly with him and he 
has presented it very well 
Dr Macdonald has criticised Major Aitken s 
bgure of 58 per cent yield from Spanish 
espaitu It IS possible in my experience to | 
g( t sui h a yield of papermaking stock of good 
coloui from esparto, but it is not pure cellu 
lose I his may explain the puint under 
discusiion , 

With regard to the practical advantages in , 
the application of the proi ess, it is, perhaps, 
rather unfair to express an opinion on the 
subject as presented by Major kitken because 
I know he was limited by the time at 1 
the disposal of the C onference Biietly how ■ 
ever I think that Major Ailken has not men ! 
■tioiK d either the greatest advantage or tlie , 
worst disadvantage of the process 1 he dis 


■ advantage I refer to lies in increased coal 
consumption for boiling and recovery 7 hese 
, processes as conducted at present, have what 
may be called a closed heat circuit, the waste 
I heat from the boiling liquors being conserved 
in thi lecovery plant In addition 10 the 
extra heat which would certainly be necessary 
for the double boiling in the fractional pro 
I cess, Majoi Xitkeii proposes to run«the fiist 
liquor with its valuable beat content, to 
waste 1 he second liquor only is sent to the 
recovery plant but, as it contains onlyP a 
small quantity of organic matter, this liquor 
would no lunger supply its own fuel as in Ihe 
ordinaiy practice the roasters would require 
to be fed with coal or coke Perhaps Major 
\ilken can favour us with some figures on 
this subject 

1 may sas, in conclusion that I have always 
asscx-iated the idea of fractional boiling w ith 
that of recovery of by products, such as ako 
hnl, from the waste liquors, and heiein in my 
opinion lies the chief advantage of the pro 
cess 1 he first boiling yields a liquor contain 
iiig the bulk of the organic matter dissolved 
in digestion, asscx lattd with such a small 
amount of soda that the neutralisation of the 
lattei would be inexpensive ana a fermenta 
' tion process could be employed for the re 
I ruveiy of ale ohol 1 he second boiling yields 
' a liquor containing the valuable soda which 
IS reioveied 

It IS along this line I considei, that furthei 
inquiries and experiment should be prosecuted, 
because itie extra expenditure of time and 
fuel 111 the frai tional process demands greater 
compensations than those indicated in the 
paper under discussion

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Some interestiog data concerning the 
moiature contents or paper dunng formation 
was given in the Pulp and Papar dfagoaiM in 
response to a request for information 

In the manufacturing of paper it is often 
desirable to know the percentage of fibre that 
IS earned as the web of paper is forming on 
the hourdrinier table at different points dur 
ing the travel of the wire, and the percentage 
of dryneu of the formed web of paper as it 
passes over the machine 1 he proper amount 
of water from the flow box to the first suction 
bos must be maintained for, as the stock 
leaves the slice, the character of the sheet, or 
web of paper, depends on the moisture or 
water carried as this affects the felting of the 
fibres An important factor is the diameter 
of the table rolls and the disiances between 
them A properly farmed sheet will press 
without crushing and when reaching the 
dryer unit of the machine, will permit the i 
moisture contents to be easily evaporated, 
without cockling or the making of broke 

To determine the proper percentage of 
hbres at the Fourdrinier table, a careful sur 
vey was made of the mois ure content on a | 
news print machine manufacturing slapdaid ' 
“news, the composition of the paper being I 
aj per cent sulphite, 75 per cent gioundwood I 
and a per cent loading, and operating at a , 
speed of 634 feet per minute and giving an '

1 he prne part Of the machine consisted of 
three presses, paper tiavellingforward through 
first and second presses and reversing at toe 
third press Eara press was arranged for a 
felt 5s feet 6 inches long 1 he bottom press 
rolls were 34 inches diameter by 158 inches 
face I inch rubber covered and crowned 035 
inch Ihe tim rolls for first and second 
presses were of wood, ah inches diameter bg 
163 inches face, and crowned 018 inch The 
top roll for third press was 94 indies diameter 
by 163 inches face | inch gunmetal jacket, 
and ground perfectly straight 
The paper made was pressed perfectly and 
dried evenly and showed perfect tests in every 
way, therefore, the factors involved in the 
formation of the sheet demonstrated perfect 
arrangement of the felting of fibres at Four- 
dtinier table To determine actual conditions, 
a test for percentage of fibre apd water was 
taken at different points along the machine 
from flow box to dryer unit, the test of 
moisture from slices to hist suction box was 
somewhat uncertain, but a fair working 
knowledge was obtained of the proper 
moisture content to be maintained tor proper 
formation Ihe results arrived at are as

1 he dryer unit ronsisled of one 34 inches 
diaoieler receiving dr}er, forty 4^ inches 
diameter paper dr>ers, and four 48 inches 
diameter felt dryers 1 he dryer unit was 
equipped with two bottom and two top dryer 
felts The last top dryer and the last bottom 
dryer were used as cooling dryers 

1 he hnuhed paper was of good character 
even formation, even thickness, calendered 
perfectly, and wound into perfect shipping 
rolls 

Mr John W Brassington made the follow 
•ng contribution 

The amount of water used with the pre 
pared pulp from the beating engines as the 
mixture runs on to the wire vanes according 
to the character of the stock and of the paper 
to be made, but 1 have found this sanation 
to fall within certain limits for the same class 
of paper manufactured, provided the machine 
man is skilled in his work and uses good 
judgment in regulating it 

Ihe following results were obtained while 
manufacturing an ordinary machine finished 
printing paper, the fibrous stock for winch 
consist^ of sulphite pulp, ground wood, and 
a proportion of esparto pulp, about 15 per 
cent The mineral matter in the papei con 
auted of china claj 1 he wire on the ma 
chine measured 66 inches wide by 30 feet lung 
and was capable of sielding a web of panei 
measuimg 58 inches wide at the leel The 
weight of paper made during the tests was 
ai lb double now 11 (so mi hes by )u inches) 80 
sheets to the ream equivalent to about 30lbs 
double demv 

Ihe amount of dry paper stock in the 
beating engines s tries from 3I to 4! pounds 
per cubic foot, 111 accordance with the kind 
of paper to be made and the amount of 
mineial loading used It teaches its maximum 
in the production of papers such as imita 
lion art ’ which are heavily loaded with ilav 

In this particular case the solid lonteiiis 
(1 e fibre and mineral matter) in the stuff 
chest gave on the average of seveial deter 
minations i 808 pounds per foot, and when 


these Mild continti were dried at ie 5 deg 
Centigrade they gave 118 per cent of mineral 
matter The amount of water and total 
Mlids pumped into the regulation box wai 
therefore, nearly 1,106 cubic feet equal to 
6,885 imperial gallons, per ton of paper stock 

1 he paper stock, as it leaves the regulating 
box, is mixed with the black ’ or white ^ 
water from the machine prior to its passage 
over the sand traps and through the screens, 
any dehciency in the volume required being 
made up from the mill supply * 

It was found that the mixtum Sowing on to 
the wire contained o 575 pounds of total solids 
per cubic foot containing ai 5 per cent of 
mineral matter, whilst that passing through 
Ihe wire cluth into ' save all below con 
tamed o 227 pounds of total solids per cubic 
fool with 50a per cent mineral water Ihe 
amount of dilution that took place in the 
mixing box «as therefore, nearly jl times the 
volume of the paper stock from the stuff 
chest, or to nearly aaocxi imperial gallons 
reckoned on one ton (a,(X]o lbs) of dry paper 
stock 

It waa difficult to asuirlain the volume of 
this save all water accurately but the 
writer is of the opinion that if represents 
about one half of the total on Ihe machine 
When It IS mixed with the wash water from 
the spiay pipe* etc, it is pumped to the 
separating vessel, them to be Heated as above 
described 

Ihe overflow from this separating vessel, 
which lan to waste Lontained 0064 of a 
pound of solids total, per luhic foot of 
which 9& j per cent was miner tl water As 
this iiimeral matter consisted almost enlirelv 
of china clav, when determining it by igni 
tioii dui allowance was made for the com 
bmed vv ater in the clay 1 he volume passing 
away or lost was small, as the bulk of it was 
used for filling and emptying the beating 
engines Obviously the loss of hbie from 
this source was negligible 

It would appear therefore that the amount 
of waif r run on to the wire cloth of the paper 
machine per Ion of paper was in the neigh 
bourhood of 7,000 imperial gallons and that 
the bulk of the fibre and clay passing through 
the wire as well as that gathered from other 
sources was returned to the mixing box of 
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the machine In point ml fact thii fibre and 
clay repKsenti a circulating quantity and 
when once ita flow » adjuited, has not any 
material influence on the weight of paper, 
this being regulated by the stuff value on the 
regulation box 

What took place after the web of paper 
was formed on the wire was ascertained to be 
as follows — 

1 The wet web of paper after passing the 
suction boxes of which there were two, and 
before passing under the touch roll, contained 
89 8 per rent of water 

2 I he water left in the weh alter passing 
the couch rolls and before entering the hrst 
press rolls was 79 7 |wr cent 

3 f he web finally contained 63 h per tent 
water after passing through the fust press 
rolls and before going on to the drjiiig 
rylinders f his hgure represents the amount 
of water to be evaporated by the drsing 
cylinders and is equivalent to i 76 tons per 
Con of paper made 

1 here were no sei ond press mils in operation 
on this machine while these tests wtie being 
made as these rolls ueie iindeigmiig lepairs, 
but as the machine was naiiow a uniform 
and good pressure could be obtiiiKd with 
those in action as shown by llu low peicent 
age of water left in the web af'ei passing 
them 

I he writer hat found that in many lates 
where thin sheets of paper are bi ing made 
suih as the abose, there is practicalIv no 
w ater removed b> the set ond prtss rolls that 
their function is simply to smooth and glaze 
the under surface of the web of net paper V 
long series of observations extending osei 
many years has established this and also the 
fart that seldom less than 63 per cent of 
water is left in the wet web after passing the 
second pair of piess rolls 
It IS doubtful, in the writer's opinion what 
advantage is to be gained in drying the paper 
by using a third set of press rolls such as exist 
on many modern machines In cases of fast 
running adding to the number of presses, a 
more gradual pressure can be applied with 
leu injuiy to the web of paper and to the 
felts but the hnal moisture in the paper left 
for the drying cylinders to evaporate ranges 
as a rule from fii to 68 per cent 
The foreguing may be summarised as

In a high speed news machine there is

dozen table rolls, and the hrst save all box is 
designed to take care of this grral quantity 
of n aler 1 his leaves about six tenths of one 
pen cent of solid matter after the first half 
dozen table rolls 

By the lime the paper gets to the first sue 
lion box the stuff contains pracfcally about 
5 per cent of solid matter, and after passing 
over the suction boxes contains approxi 
matcly toper cent of solid niatler, which is 
before entering the couch roll Before it 
enters the first press roll it contains ao per 
lent , before entering the second preu roll it 
contains from ay to 30 per cent , the third 
piess and the fourth press if used, at the very 
best service will hardly reduce the moisture 
111 the paper below 60 per cent We gener¬ 
ally liguie uii the paper leaving the last press 
as containing 36 to 37 per cent moisture 
Needless to say, care should be taken that 
papei as it letves the dry end should coniain 
about 10 per cent moisliire and go per cent 
hbie 

Mr Brassiiigtonadds i ou will realise that 
the question is largely llieorelical because 
the quantity of water remoyed at the different 
points of the paper machine must vary accord 
ing to the handling of the machine, heavier 
weighu on the hrst presses will make quite a 
difference in the relative proportion of niois 
tuie at the piess points while the number of 
table rolls governs the moistuie of Ihe paper 
when It gels to the hrst suction box but the 
equation also contains a symbol expiessing 
the speed nf the paper Pnr instance 1 have 
known of the table rolls being icmnved on a 
high speed machine in Ihe summri time so 
as toTallow the water to get down closei to 
the surlion box 

1 here is no question in my mind that care¬ 
ful evperimenlB along this diiection would 
lead to a very decided indication that a ton 
Biderable elevation of the flow box and a 
sluice way to a level wire, so designed that 
the stock would strike the wire at m alightly 
greater speed than the wire is running, would 
give a much belter formed sheet than the 
present method of elevating the breast roll 

Ihe shake in such a design would be re 
placed bv inteiferencx baffles causing a com 
mingling of the fibre after it flows over the 
apron

Mr Ldward A Oa«e, of If M Stationny 
Olhce, delivered an interesting if informal 
address to members of the wociation of 
Master Printers of boutfa I list London on 
Tuesday at the Bridge House Hotel, London 
Bridge, Mr b B Smith the president, being 
in the chair 

Looking through various notes on paper in 
order to bring the address up to date, Mr 
Dawe said he marselled how it was that con 
sumers could buy paper at to day s puce when 
papermakers si ere actually taking in chemi 
caf wood pulp at bd lb and mechanical pulp 
at i|d lb , yet they could get British made 
papers of excellent value at bd lb He con 
eluded theiefore that there had been a good 
deal of levelling up on the part of the papei 
maker and master printers must not be misled 
if the papermaker charged 4}d for a paper 
whirh the consumer thought he should get 
for 4d 

1 he speaker went on to say that the(e si as 
one ' old man of the sea whom Mr Howard 
Hazcll was prepared to aliosi the prinlei tu 
carry, and that was the paper trade customs 
I hey siere supposed to be agreed but they 
had been agre^ by the Papermakers \sso 
ciation he thought, to be a governing factor 
in the supplies of paper Consequentls 
printers were always paying for iheir wrappers 
at the price per lb of the enclosed paper 
Mr Dawe adsocated the Continental s>stem 
by which paper of a definite substance was 
supplied and the wrapper was on the outside 

Price Paetora 

In recent years theie had been considerable 
climges in regaid to prices of papers At one 
time esparto papers-not necessarily pur^ 
esparto papers- would cost Id lb more than 
chemical wood printing papers Now, with 
the topsy turveydom that had taken place 
esparto papers, and sometimes pure esparto 
papers, cost considerably less than wood pulp 
papers owing to the aiBerent ways of the 
mills and the fac» that there was not so much 


competition for esparto 1 1 he material influ 
enced the price and the tieatment also Banks 
would always be more costly than printings, 
not bei ause they contained different material 
or received different treatment but because 
they received much longer treatment this 
applied to many papers Special sixes and 
special colours would always influence tW 
puce against the printer 

Mr Dawe proceeded to refer to changing 
colours odours behaviour of inks and elec 
tricity in paper Vt ith regard to the cmlour 
of paper changing printers should be adsised 
not merely to purchase wisely and to emplos 
intelligently the paper they stocked but also 
to preserse it c arefully As to ink not taking 
on the paper, it was not safe always to doctor 
the ink the defect could usually be traced to 
faulty coating In dealing with electricity 
Mr Dawe suggested Chapman s neutralisei 
which although it looked an elaborate affair 
was simple in principle The electricity 
in the paper might be negative or positive 
It would not be dehnitely one or Ihe other 
it might be one or the other or it might be 
both 1 o neutralise it, the ordinary lighting 
circuit was used where they had an alternating 
current A bar ran across the printing ma 
chine and little points discharged electricity 
on to the paper and neutralised the electricits 

Replying to Mr Whvte.who asked how the 
electric itycame into the paper after it reached 
the printing ollice Mr Dawe said the friction 
on the machine during the first printing pro 
bahly induced it 

bpei linens of lemon coloured paper made 
by only two firms in this country were pro 
duced to show three colour effect with 
two printings It was described as extremels 
useful for magazine and other work 

The Wholeaalo Statioaar 

Mr Dawe mentioned a tendency of the 
1 ederatiun of Master Fruiters to cut out the 
wholesale stationer and he uttered a warning 
word in this connection Had they ever 
realised what a stock of papers one house had 
to carry’ he asked 1 hereupon he named 
the various grades of writings, remarking 
that there was something like 3000 papers 
If they went to one hrni they could get 40 
styles of L S writings each based in six sub 
stances 1 hen there were all the varieties of

In the course of a lecture before the Swedish 
1 erlinical Association of Paper Manufatiureis 
Captain Olssnii dealt with the subject of 
llectrii Steam Boilers as follows - 
Although elfctrir boilers have been in u«e 
for sever^ years they have onlv recently been 
seriously considered But with theer ormous 
Iv increasing prices of fuel, the possi 
bilitv of using electricity on a much greater 
scale has received a good deal of atlention 
technically the pioblem of producing steam 
by electricity presents few difficulties 
hlet trie boilers have very great adxaniages 
over ihe ordiiiaiv fired boilers they cxcupy 
little spare are easily mounted in the mills 
and shove all, they are independent of r him 
neys and smoke stacks the care of the 
Electric boiler is quite simple ss they gene 
rally require nothing but an attendant to 
manipulate the switches and regulate the 
feeding In most cases the construction of 
the holler is such that the eflu lencv of the 
attendant IS Ilf little importance beiau>rllie 
steam IS made lutumatirally and with absu 
lute uniformity Boiling dry and subsequent 
ini oiivenience danger of explosion eti ire 
eliiiiinated In eleitric boilers incrustaliun 


does not occur, since all the waste matters or 
sludge drop to the boU'm, whence tlwy ran 
be easily remoyed faw the blow down process 
I he problem is chiefly an economic quet 
tion I o illustrsle this part of the subject, 
the following figures are given i kilogram 
of coal (J2 lh)of average quality mil pro* 
dure abniil 6,500 calories If we figure oh a 
boiler efiicieni y of 70 per rent, 4 500 calories 
will consequenily be obtained in the steam 
If we do lint include the loss in conyeision 
I kilowatt corresponds to B56calories If the 
efhciencv of the electric boiler is ^percent 
there will consequently be iililised anout 813 
calories C ompiring these figures we find 
that I kilowatt lorresponds to about 041b of 
coal (anthracite) On this basis it may be 
ralcirtated in ahat instances it will be proht 
able to produce steam by electiicily

The foregoing calculation postulates that 
first rate power IS used When the power is 
of this nature the economical factor will 
largely depend upon the price of coal and 
there is consequently a certain force in the 
argument that the use of electric boilers will 
be nomewhat restncted if the price of coal re 
turns to normal I here is, how e\er, another 
field of activity for electric boilers in which 
they are piactically in no wise dependent 
upon the coal market 

Surplaa Power Uecd 
Ihis boiler utilises in the production of 
steam all the surplus power that is now 
wasted Such suiplus power will be found in 
all industrial works with an individual power 
plant, the energy of which is not continuoiislv 
consumed, or at industrial works paying for 
electric energy on the basis of maximum con 
sumption, regardless of whetner the powei is 
used for a longer or shoiter time Further, 
some of the larger power plants liaise con 


siderable surplus power at certain periods of 
the year when the supply of water is plentiful, 
and during certain hours of the day-asur 
plus of which It IS hard to dispose with an 
advantanoui result Much attention is paid 
to this disposal in Sweden, wnere all power 
plants owned by the Govefbment endeavour 
to employ this surplus energy for the produc • 
tion of steam 

1 he cost IS modified by the scheme which 
provides for the payment of the cost on a 
sliding scale so that the price of the power 
always keeps relatively below the market 
price of coal So much may be said of the 
economic aspects of the production of steam 
by electricity 

1 o form a judgment as to the size of the 
boiler plant needed, the estimate may be made 
on the basis of the steam required, or on the 
basis of coal consumption Based on the 
steam requirement, Ihe calculation must deter 
mine the quantity of steam that can be de¬ 
veloped at different temperatures of the 
supply water lo illustrate, the following 
figures are given With a steam pressure of 
13 kilogrammes to Ihe square centimetre and 
a feed water of O’C, there will be developed 
about I 33 (2 7 lbs) kilogi smmes per kilowatt 
hour aiid-

year For example, A pulp mill needs for 
producing steim 800 kilogrammes (1,760lbs) 
of coal per ton of pulp If the output of the 
mill IS 10 000 tons of pulp a year, this quan 
tity will Lorrespond to a consumption of 8 000 
tons of coal, or in other words, 8,000h p vear, 
which IS roughly equivalent to 6,000 kilowatts 

Two Typeo. 

blectrit. steam boilers are generally of two 
types, boilers w ith resistanie cells and boilers 
with electrodes In the case of the former the 
electric energy is converted into heat in the 
cells whence it is conducted to the water 
The cells are either open with the conducting 
parts in direc t contact with the water or en 
closed in tubes or other suitable material 
An alternating 1 urreiit should always be used 
with open cells or elements, for otherwise the 
water would be decomposed, in the case of 
closed cells both an alternating snd 1 direct 
current ran be used I he elecii ic boilers pro 
vidtd with resistance elements lan oiilv be 
used for a voltage up to 800 

Boilers with electrodes can be use d both lor 
low and high tension but only with an allei 
nating current The electrodes conduct the 
current into the water, which itself forms the 
resistancei%lls conveiting elertrirenergi into 
heat I he electrodes are eitliei insulated or 
non insulated, in the former case theob]Pit 
IS to lengthen the path of the c urrent through 
the water In low tension boilers the elec 
trodes are non insulated , in the high tension 


devices they are usually enclosed in a casirg 
In the mills, most of the boilers are of high 
tension, since the current employed is gener¬ 
ally high tensioned By carrying the current 
directlv into the boilers, all special trana 
formers are avoided these devices being 
always rather costly * 

I he Vpparat ^ktiebolaget, of Stockholm, 
mannfactures electric boilers of low and high 
tension types up to ao,ooo volts They are built 
in various sizes up to S oex) kiloWatts, and are 
of upiight or horizontal plan 1 hey have been 
installed during the past year, have no loose 
parts, and are c onsequently most accurate in 
operation 1 he dry ness of steam as we know 
depends largrlv upon the efficiency of the 
boilei, in the case of these boilers the effi 
c lency is equal to that of the ordinary coal 
hred boilers 1 he dr\ ness uf the steam is 
sufficiently high to enable it to be used for 
engine power 

Iht electrodes are generally inserted 111 the 
lid of the boilers and aie arranged in groups 
of thn e and three each phase being opposite 
to thi three phased alternating current Ihe 
number of course varies with the si/e of th« 
boiler \ screen is provided inside the boilei 
to ensure a better iirculatioii Owing to tins 
irrangpment the 1 in illation is very pyen 
which IS important bei luse the lesistanie of 
the w tnr IS thereby maintainid at a uniform 
le< el W aste of the current is thus avoided 

Ihe toncluctor pass iig through the water 
ends in an iron shoe which is 111 direct con

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generally called the electrode, is enclosed in 
a porcelain tube the si/e of which depends 
partly on the voltage to be used and paitlv 
on the resistante of the feed water This feed 
water vines considerably when taken from 
small lakes and livers It has been shown at 
some of the elet trie boiler plants built hs the 
Apparat Aktiebolaget, that the resistance of 
the water varied between 41x10 and 42000

ally IS about af txxi Uhms per cubic metre 
A Point of Qrent Importance 
I he way in which the production of steam is 
regulated is of great iiiiporlanc e 11 isi Bected 
by means of a combination of difleient sys¬ 
tems The coarser mechanism toiisists in 
switching on or off a larger or smaller group 
of electrodes If no extenor lause prevents 
the current may be regulated b> 1 oniierting 
and disconnecting a certain number of indi 
vidual electiodes within a iiumbei of groups 
In all cases the most acciirite or delicate 
regulation is effected by changing the resist 
ance of the water When the boiler has been 
in use. there is always present wh it we in ly 
call spent water which, as a conductor is 
much superior to fresh water By means of a 
mixture of fresh water—a poor conductor 
and spent watei with its greater coiiilui tmtv, 
the lesistani e of the watei can be ngulattri 
within fairly wide limits 1 he prudui tion of 
steam IS regulated in the saim u i\ 1 he 
Quantity of water to be added 01 lemoieil for

An interesting demonstration of paper- 
making by means of the cinema was given 
at the headquarters of Messrs John Dickinson 
and Co , 1 td, 6;, Old Bailey, London E C 
on 1 uesday and Thursday of the past two 
weeks 1 he moving pictures illustrated the 
whole process from the arrival of the raw 
material in the form of esparto and wood 
pulp to the sorting of the paper hj the salle 
A number of visitors were accommodated on 
the second floor and watched the demonstra 
tioii with great interest Lvery section of the 
Croxley mill was represented on the screen, 
which, although a miniature one reproduced 
the scenes with perfect clearness The visitors 
saw the pulp being tre-iled in the beaters and 
then passed on to the w ire through the ma 
chine, and hnally reeled oil 1 he process of 
coating including the hand process and the 
festoon drying, was also demonstrated, the 
programme ending with an aeroplane view 
of the mill 

In addition to the cinema film there were on 
exhibition samples of the materials used in 
the manufarture of paper, including rags, 
esparto and wood pulp, and their appearance 
as half stuff A hand made mould and dandy 
roll and a section of wire were also on view 
while Mr F Heckford, the mill chemist was 
present to thspw light upon any aspect of

works A further natural advantage is the 
proximity of the coal supply, which is within

As a result of the experiments carried out 
since the mills started operations suitable 
raw materials have been found which will 
produce a wrapping paper in every respect 
equal in quality to the wrappings imported 
into the country from whatever source 
It IS interesting to learn that practical 
papermakers are in charge of the mills, the 
works manager having had an experience of 
over thirty years in paper manufacture, 
twelve of these as manager oF a home mill 
making similar paper to that turned out on 
the Klip River The staff consists of practical 
men, imported from England and elMwhere, 
and there is also an ample supply of trained 
natives, whose employment at low wages, 
when compared with the white mMi'seamingi 
conduces to the economic working of the mills 
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The Premiei Mills are the only paper milla 
in South \friia, and wt are infonned that 
several years must elapse before any compe 
■titive mills tan rome into i^ctive operation 
against them In view of the fact that their 
mills are rapable of supplying the whole of 
the Union s i onsumptiun of wrapping paper, 
they are turning their attention to the manu¬ 
facture of paper bags of every description and 
machinery for this and other purposes is being 
shipped in due course 

It must be obvious to all those iv ho have 
fiven the question of SoulliAfrican industiies 
any considerable thought, that such an in¬ 
dustry as wrapping paper manufacture can 
only depend on its own country for its 
miricets Many years must elapse before it 
can possibly hope to export wrapping into 
Europe, and be able to compete with the

Calendei roll papna form an entirely special 
group, the manufarture of which diners sen 
sibly from that of other papers, the follow 
ing IS a short description of Ms production 
As the name indicates, this paper is used for 
the construction of calender roils 1 be square 
sheets, whose sides measure rather more than 
the finished diameter of the lull, have round 
holes punched in the centre, of such a size 
that they will only just pass on to the solid 
steel cmre of the roll I he punc hing is done in 
small packs of sheets at a tune, but thr> 
should be put on to the core individual!} and 
each one turned through an eighth or a quarter 
turn in adsance of the one preieding so as lo 
ensure that running and cioss directions of the 
sheets may fall continually in new directions 
Ihis gives a more homogeneous roll which

During the war British papers in Australia 
Were largely surplanted by foreign makes 
Our own mills had to turn their machinery 
over to the manufacture of material necessary 
for the war, and in the absence of paper 
available for export from this countrv 
Vustralia and New “Zealand consumers had 
to rely upon other sources of supply 

Canadian mills, which were largely 
financed by American capital, \merican 
manufacturers and lapsnese merchants 
readily seised the opportunity and found in 
the Commonwealth a valuable outlet for then 
paper goods 

With the termination of the war it became 
necessary to regain the Australian market for 
British made papers, and Mr James Holland 
was sent out on behalf of the industry in this 
country to see what could be done to recover 
lost custom It is foitunate for the paper in 
dustry of the United Kingdom that there are 
enterprising men directing large concerns 
who were inspired to take the initative in 
this undertaking Mr Holland has now re 
turned home after a very successful visit to 
the Antipodes As a result of his activities 
British news print receives under the new 
tarifl a preference of at least a ton over 
that from all other countries, and it is just on 
the cards that this preference may yet be £3 
as proposed by the House of Kepiesentatives 
The Senate, as indicated in another part of 
this iHue, has reduced the rate of preference 
from to £i, but it is yet possible that the 
combined houses may raise the figure again 
to £i 

1 his very substantial advantage is entirely 
due to Mr Holland a mission He had, of 
course to fight very strong interests, but he 
took off his coat to the task, and produced 
results By speeches, correspondence and 
personal interviews—some of which took 
place in the early hours of the morning—he 
pressed forwaid the claim which the Mother 
Country had upon the daughter Common 
wealth Mr Ifolland based his claim first 
upon patriotism, but he also had a very good 
business proposition to put forward tie waa 
assisted, no doubt by the fact that consider 
able feeling had been oreated among the 
publishers by the puces for news pnnt de 
manded by those who had a prMtical mo 
nopoly of the market, and it is a significant 
fact that as soon as Mr Holland a intentions 
became known the price of foreiffh news fell 
something like £m a ton 
Mr Hofland put up a great fight for the 
paper industry of this country, and already a 
considerable amount of business which had 
been lost during the war has been recovered 
and the way has been paved for further busi 
ness to come along 

In his efforts, Mr Holland bad the hearty 


CO operation of the British Trade Com¬ 
missioner and of Mr Gates (James Spicer and 
Sons), and the concession secured for British 
paper is described by a high authorit} as 
nothing short of a triumph 

Ihe newspaper owners' interest in the 
matter of the tariff is, of course yery great, 
but Mr Holland found them very loyally dis 
posed towaids the Mother Country, so much* 
BO that they expressed the desire to take at 
any rate a part of then supplies from mills in 
this Lountn piovided the price was near or 
reasonably near that of the foreigner 
Asked in what condition he found the paper 
market in Australia Mr Holland observed 
to a repiesentative of the lieinew “ 1 he 
demand for paper was quite good, but of 
course, with prices falling almost daily con 
Burners were loth to buy I predict, however 
that veiy soon business in the boulhem hem¬ 
isphere generally will be very good once 
consumers can reasonably be convinced that 
the bottom or near the bottom has been 
reached Consumers of paper in the Copi 
monwealth and in New Zealand are glad to 
get back not only to British made papers but 
to British methods When one realises that 
Australia lakes 50,000 tons of news print per 
annum and that consumption is rapidly 
growing—a consumption which will bestimu 
lated by the promised boom in emigration- 
then the usis of paper a e likely to increase in 
the future at a greater pace than they have 
ever done 

" 1 think one day or another perhaps not in 
our time, Australasia will be the centre of 
things Ihe natural resources are enormous 
Again It IS near the Far East which is 
destined to become the important part of the 
world, and on that account Australia must 
benefit 

Mr Holland informs us that recently some 
of the most up to date machinery in the 
world has been installed in Melbourne and 
Sydney but this is principally used for the 
manufacture of boards, manilla and wrap 
ping papers At the present time no news 
print IS made 111 Australia 
It IS not unlikeW that Mr Holland may re 
turn to Australia in the near future to follow 
up the results already achieved

No Profits for Paper Mills 

4 r the present time Biitish paper mills are 
faced with two alternatives, either to sell 
below cost or to attempt to sell at a profit 
and in the process drive away likelv buyers 
Lord Burnham told the world from the Man 
Sion House platform that there is not a 
single newspaper in London to day that is 
making a profit, and there is leitaiii]} 
not a paper mill making a proht 
I his IS a condition of affairs whirli 
cannot make for stabilil> or a pros 
perouB industry I he burdens upon British 
manufacturers and merchants alike in 
these days are of a stupendous character 
Only the goodwill of all concerned can save 
the situation Happily, in spite of the gloomy 
^forebodings, the official statistics indicate a 
lessening of unemplo> ment Ihus on Octo 
ber 7lh, there was approximately 1,375000 
wholly unemployed, as compared with 
1,404,681 in the previous week Ihe highest 
figure this \ear was at June 34th when there

PAPBRMAK.BRS aie naturall} interested in 
the decline in the cost of living figuie, and the 
fact that this has now come down to 110 this 
snonth brings a further reduction of wages in 
the paper industry within measurable dis 
tance According to the last agreement if 
the cost of living declines below 11 j and 
remains there for two months a lower scale of 
wages comes into operation It ts not likely 
that the figure will rise in the near future,

A Mechaxical Pluktor. 

I iiBBB IS quite a flutter in the mechanical 
pulp market at presiht, due, however, not so 
much to any great improvement in the paper 
market, as to causes which are restricting Ihe 
supply of material In all the produang 
countries, there has been a shortage of water 
which has curtailed production, and the 
strike in Norway closed the grinding mills for 
some months This latter trouble is now out 
of the way, and the mills were undentood to 
be starting up again at the beginning of this 
week But another factor comes into opera 
tion, and that is the closing of the Batticfer 
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the winter, so that shipments from mills in 
Northern Sweden will be interfeied with All 
these tircumstances point to a continued 
scarcity of mechanical pulp, and, of course 
to higher prices, which are already making 
their appearance In this connection it is 
interesting to note that during August and 
September 92,000 tons of methanical pulp 
were imported into this country a figure 
which shows that imports have piactiially 
doubled during recent months althougn 
much below those of \ugust and September 
last year, when the quantity of mechanical

Some idea of the operations wIiilIi are 
necessitated in bringing pulp wood to the 
mills IS given bv a description uf ihe • oiiciele 
and steel dam whirh has been lonstriirird on 
dhe Penobscot River, Bangor Maine Pulp 
wood dn\ ing on the west branch of the I'enob 
scot IS over foi the season, and the records 
show that there were sluiced through Kipo 
genus dam 268,00a cords of four foot wood, 
equal to 134,000000 road feet All of this 
wood belongs to the Gftat Northern Paper 
Co, which has extensive mills at Millmocket 
and East Millmocket, further down the river, 
the peater part of it was cut on lands owned 
by the compan), and its free movement was 
greatly facilitated by the vast improvements 
made in the driving of the west bianch bv 
the Great Northern Co,chiefly in the erection 
of the great dam at the foot of Chesuniook 
Lake and just at the head of the fai famed 
Ripogenus Gorge 

By ihe erection of this dam, an impressive 
structure of coni rete and steel, as the Chr islian 
Sctenui Afoaifoi describes it four lakes and five 
ponds were merged into one body of water, 
which varies from half a mile to several miles 
in width and is over 30 miles long 1 he dam. 


which IS 96 feet high and goo feet long cost 
more than |s i,ooo^x», was three years in course 
of construction, and was completed in igi6 
It etfpctuall> controls the waters of the west 
branch, something never accomplished with 
Ihe old wooden dams, and now the tre 
mendous volume of the spring freshets in 
stead of rushing away idle to the sea, and as 
often happened causing destruction along the 
river from Chesuncook to Bangor, is held in 
storage until such time as water is neededd’or 
the mills of the Great Noithern or anv ot the 
other industries of the Penobscot 

The massive gates are operated by elei trie al 
power, generated by a gas engine, and w ith 
the tuin of a wheel or the opening of a switch 
one of the men in the powei house surmount 
ing the dam can release the torrents or check 
their flow I his powei house is electricallv 
lighted and steam heated, and the crew in 
charge of the dam have a comfortable if

I he actual specihcations for a given sheet 
of paper must be deleimined liy the usr to 
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which It IS to be put It is ihouftht that re 
quirements for various purposes ma\ very 
easily be determioed It is necessarv to deter 
mine what qualities of paper are of import 
aace for a specific use, therelative importanie 
of these qualities which of these qualities

Correspondence has passed between Messrs 
Spicer Bros, Ltd, the well known paper 
mirchants of London, and the Pont Omce 
authorities on the subject of the postage rate 
for printed paper and orden aciompanied 
by samples of paper required 
Messrs Spicer wrote that they had been 
paying considerably more than usual in re 
spect of surcharge communiialions delivered 
to them In many cases the surcharges ap 
peared to be because customers had attached 
to the orders oi enclosed with the orders a 
specimen of the paper they requited as 
under the regulations we see that a packet 
prepaid at the Printed Paper Rate which 
contains any enclosuic not transmissiMe at 
that rate will be surcharged at the I etter or 
Parcels Kate I he list in thr Postil Guide 
under the heading description ol document 
IS a pietti full one, but though it includes 
orders for goods it dors nut appaiently in 
elude patterns 111 respect of the oidcis which 
seems inanomaly In the paper trade it issuch a 
common ucc urrence to send a paltein with an 
order or eiiquiiv that the non ini lusion in tlit 
list of articles that maybe sent is probably 
an unintentional omission which could be 
easily rectified in accordance with the spiiit 
of the regulations reliting to commercial 
or business papers of a formsi charccter 
' Unnecessary expenses in conimen lal 
transactions add to cost, and the urgent call 
to day is to keep down costs so we trust that 
you will see your wav to include in the 
description of documents on page jo of the 
Guide, some such phrase as ' patterns accom 
paiiying and relating to an oider, enquiry oi 
quotation 

To this the Secretary of the General Post 
OHice replied — I am directed by the Post 
master funeral to inform you that samples 
cannot be sent by inland post at any rates 
other than the letter and parcel rates and no 
exception can, it is regretted, be made when 
the sample is a piece of paper, inasmuch as 


this would give dealers in paper an advantaj 
over other traders which could not be just 
bed

then wrote as follows —'We think tl

\ slight improvement has made itself per 
ceptible during the last few weeks on the 
paper market in Europe, but it would certainly 
be best not to indulge in too great ezpecta 
tions that we are now on the eve of a pretty 
general and lasting move upwards The con 
sumption of paper is to a very great extent 
debendent on the general state of business, 
ana as yet the heavy hand of the depression 
re|ts on business life, even if people fancy 
thfy can observe signs of improvement in 
certain quarters

Reviewing the conditions of the chemical 
wood pulp market, Siwiufe fravaru-rtdntng 
says The English market is still devoid of 
interest, as the current contracts that were 
concluded last year cover the requirements 
of the British paper mills for a long time to 
copie, and until these contracts have been 
finally delivered one cannot expect any real 
resumption of sales On the French, Belgian 
and Dutch markets, it is true, some buying 
orders have occurred, but these have gone to 
Finland and Germany, which, thanlu to 
their low currencies, have been able lo accept 
prices that fall so-as percent below the prices 
of the Swedish cellulose factories 
Owing to the high prices and the scanty 
supply of cellulose during the last few years 
thorough investigations have been made in 
France as to the possibility of the French

idds of grass that are found in the French 
colonies, but as the costs of transport are 
very dear, this notion would seem to have 
been given up for the present Within the 
limits of France itself, it is true, there are 
large areas in the mountain districts which 
are suitable for the cultivation of spruce, but 
as It takes 30 or 40 years before the forest 
IS grown up, it will be impossible for a long 
time to count upon any increase worth men 
tionmg in the home cellulose and wood pulp 
industry

be in a position to meet orders that come in 
for prompt delivery Thus in a fortnight 
there have been sold in U S A about B^ooo- 


10,000 tons of sulphite cellulose and about 
13,000-15,000 tons of sulphate cellulose The 
prices are firm and, especially as regards sul 
pbate cellulose, they have shown a rising 
tendency The quotations for kraft pulp 
are 93 40-93 50 per 100 lbs ex dock, and for 
strong sulphite 93 so-9a 75 per 100 lbs .while 
for bleached sulphite there has been obtained 
as much as 93 75-94 per 100 lbs ex dock 
Machanlcal Wood Pulpi 
It has been impossible to trace of late any 
activity worth mentioning on the mechanical 
wood pulp market, but none the less prices 
have been going up and sellers are pretty 
optimistic, inasmuch as they assume that the 
effects of the powerful restrictions of output 
will be making themselves felt during the 
late autumn and winter 
In wet pulp some sales have been concluded 
to the Continent at prices corresponding to 
60-70 kr per ton fob West Coast port, while 
from Norrland one 01 two fairly large parcels 
have been sold to U S A at 55^5 kr per ton 
strict net cash fob Gulf of Bomnia

1 he situation on the freight market from 
Norrland is unchanged, on the whole 
The British importers seem, with some few 
except’ons, to have satitjfied their require¬ 
ments for the year or to have postponed 
shipments till next year Obvemislv the firm 
tendency of freights on the timber market is 
also bound to affect the pulp market From 
the northernmost part of the Skelleftea dis 
trict It would seem scarcely possible to obtain 
sliipping under aos per ton (50 cub ft) For 
small parcels to the East of England or Scot¬ 
land the rate is about 353 
Shipments to North America are pro¬ 
ceeding pretty briskly, although during 
the last few d^s it is possible to discern a 
little falling off With loading and unload¬ 
ing in two ports respectively the quotation in

normal ir the years to come the china clay 
trade would be more prosperous than it had 
ever been, but the prospect of its being able 
to absorb so much unskilled labour as it had 
in the past was not likelv on account of the 
more extended use of machinery 


Considerable anzietv is felt in the china 
clay areas of Cornwall over the problem of 
unemployment and Mr S P lliinn has been 
explaining at St Austell reasons foi ilepression 
in the china clay trade The chief cause, he 
said, was the falling off of the export trade to 
buropean centres, where the exchange rates 
compared with our own were low on account 
of the huge sums owing by them to other 
countries 

As an illustration of the effect this had upon 
our china clay export industry Mr Bunn 
pointed out that before the war, when 
one German mark was worth a shilling (now 
a halfpenny), Germany could pun hase a ton 
of clay, the purchase price of which here was 
(say) £i, for 20 marks Now owing to her 
low exchange, it cost her 465 marks equiva 
lent when calculated on the basis of pounds 
sterling, to Ihis allowed nothing for 

the enhanced price of clay now compared 
with pre war 

The franc 25 of which before the war went 
* to the £*, was down in value by over half, 
requiring 5a francs, or over £2, to purchase a 
ton of clay value £i at the pre war price 
again without calculating the enhanced price 
since then, which was, roughly, double pre 
war The same thing applied to Belgium, 
Italy, and other countries whose exchange 
rales were affected to a greater or lesser 
degree 

This meant that these foreign countries 
were unable to purchase china clay in such 
large quantities until the rates of exchange 
improved, or until they lyere stabilised As 
showing what an important bearing this 
question of the capacity of foreign countries 
to buy our china clavs had upon local in 
dustry, Mr Bunn gave the following figures 
of the exports of china clay overseas in 1012 
as compared with igig, the latest available

An important gathering of students and 
others interested in papermaking wa« wit 
neased at the Battersea Polytechnic on Mon¬ 
day evening, where in connection with the 
papermakiiig classes, a film shooing The 
Manufdctnre of ‘Nens Paper in Canada— 
From Standing limber to iMiiished Sheet, 
was displayed under the auspices of the 1 ecli 
meal Section of the Papermahers \ssoi islioii 
The film was kindly lent by Messrs Charles 
Walmsley and Co I td , of Bui\ 

The large hall of the institution was filled 
with an interested audience and the gather 
ing marked an inipni tant stage in the de\ e'op 
meat of ttrhniial edULation assiMiated oith 
the paper industry Such instiuition is only 
111 its infancy, but, thanks tn theefforlsol the 
Technical Set tion of the Papeiniakeis \sso 
ciation there aie signs that it will be 
developed on pioper lines and on an adeqnate 
scale Ihe influence of the Section has 
already been felt at Battersea and the courses 
of paperinaking mstiuition have bien 
widened in consonance with the idea which 
has now taken firm root, th it papermaking 
does not rely for its successful deielopnienl 
either upon the cfaenii&t or upon the engineei 
but upon the actiiities of both assisted by 
eaplorations into fundament il research 
Something has yet to he done to tarry the 
complete ideal into effect but ninth has been 
achived at Battersea to develop the prtctical 
side of the work Thus for the fiist tune 
there has been instituted by the Polytechnii 
this winter an additional set tion to the paper 
making courses viz that of engineering, 
which IS under the direction nf Major H 
Mane 

Two other branches of instruction are 
already in operation The first year course, 
for instance covers ‘papermaking and paper 
testing,' which is in ^aige of Mr D R 
Davey, ICS who was lately chief assistant 
to Messrs Cross and Bevan The second year 
course, which includes the engineering lec 


tures, also embraces a commercial paper 
course under Mr W A Cuss The instructors 
have eveiy facility at their disposal, for the 
Polytechnic is equipped with complete 
laboratory and engineering departments The 
institution, inder the prim ipal Or Robert H 
Pickard, D be, F R S, carries out chemical 
research work of a \aiied character, partiou 
larly applied chemical research, having the 
accommodation the equipment and the per 
sonnelsuitable for the purpose What they 
do require, howevei is the backing of the 
trade and papermaking is one ot the branches 
of endeavour which the authorities aie parti 
cularly inxious to develop 

Ihiis at Battersea there is every oppor 
tunity and facility for developing techniral 
instruction in papeimakingonthe lines which 
are approved by those who are best able to 
I judge, iiid It IS admitted on all hands that 
I modern industry (alls for the combination of 
^ the chemist and the eii,;incei inoie than ever 
> it did

I quale staff All this, of course points to the 
need for those who are entering the paper 
I industry to take up their work seiioiisly and 
to leave no stone unturned in developing it

I he interest which is being aroused in the 
art of manufactiiiing paper through the 
techiiiial instmition afforded at Battersea 
and elsewhere is indicated by the large 
gathering which assembled to witness the 
eahibition of Messrs Walmsley s film which 
by the way, so impressed the papermakers 
who attended the Technical Conference at 
Fdinburgh recently 1 he pictures illustrated 
the operations of Messrs Price Brothers and 
Co, from the cutting of the timber to the 
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dispatching of the reeled news to the paper 
mills tach stage in the process of manu¬ 
facture was very clearlv demonsUted Par¬ 
ticularly interesting were the various methods 
of handling the logs on their way from the 
snowy regions to the mills at Kenogami and 
Jenquihre Mechanital devices of a very in 
enious character are employed in the neigh 
ourhood of the mill for turning the 
wood into pulp 1 he last of the four him 
reels dealt with the conversion of pulp into 
paper and the shipment of the finished reels, 
each process being followed with keen interest 
In the course of an inteisdl Dr Pickard 
made a few observations with regard to the 
instruction in puermaking earned on at the 
Polytechnic They had a very splendid 
equipment, he observed, on the engineering 
Bide and they made great attempts to give 
S3r8tematic instruction in chemistrj He took 
It that the paper industry depended largely 
on the combined efforts of the engineer and 
chemist and at Battersea they were particu 
larl> anxious to rater for the needs of those 
engaged in the industry 

Chalrnaa of the Tectanlaal Section 
Mr Arthur Baker ihairman of the lechni- 
cal Section of the Papermakers Association, 
who put in an appearance at no liftle incon 
venience to himself, addressed the gathering 
as follows — 

I am present to night in m> capacity as 
chairman of the lechnical Section of the 
Papermakers Association in order to express 
our appreciation of the educational work car 
ried on here at Battersea, more particularly 
with reference to the paper industry It is the 
primary aim of the Section to forward the ap 
plication of the sciences in the art of paper 
manufacture by the promotion of the scienti 
fic and technical training of those who enter 
the industry, and by the encouragement of 
original inyestigations of a fundamental 
character 

The film shown this evening has demon 
strated tha magnitude of the operations in 
volved in the manufacture of "news ' paper 


It IS no child s play The paper machine is a 
very large manufactuniig unit, a single large 
machine being capable of producing 10,000 10 
13,000 tons of paper per annum You will 
therefore readily understand that if we aie to 
maintain our industry in a flourishing cwiidi 
tion. It IS necessary our operations should be 
directed and carried on bv those w ho ar# in 
telligently informed 

Paper manufacture, unlike some other in 
dustnes, is not concentrated in partirular 
areas, but rather scattered about the countr} 
Notwithstanding there are three fairK well 
dehned districts—Kent andthel hames valley. 
Bury and Darwen, Edinburgh and it is our 
view that there should be at least three 
centres of education where the student can 
obtain instruction of a high standard in those 
subjects necessaiy for a complete understand 
ing of our art In our opinion London Man 
Chester and Edinburgh are most suitable for 
the purpose Here at Battersea you have 
iven instruction in paper manufacture and 
indred subjects for some years We hope 
such instruction will be continued and ex 
tended and that not only will you rater for 
the student who 1 an only find time to attend 
dehnite courses of lectures, but also for those 
few students from an industry who can take 
a three years course of training 
We tlso venture to hope that Dr Pickard 
will be ible to devote some time to the 
fundamental work required for the develop 
nient of our industry, because we aie not 
unmindful of the fact that fundamental dis 
cover) IS the parent of scientihc technique 
and that an industry which is content to wait 
upon the new knowledge acquired b) others 
will always lag behind 
Discovery will be as important in the future 
as in the past It is almost impossible to» 
suggest any kind of physical or chemical in * 
vestigation which may not sooner or later 
have a direct or indirect application 111 Indus 
trial development We recognise to an in 
creasing extent that apart from other run 
siderations the future of our industry depends 
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upon our bring able to command a sufhcient 
supply of knowledge directed towards the 
improvement of our products and methods 
of production, and upon the investigation of 
fundamen ta 1 theory underlying those branches 
of sciences which find application in our 
manufai ture 

e are very pleased >ou have supplemented 
the usual lectures on paper manularture by a 
special course of engineering lertures, because 
the engineer plays a very important pait in 
the paper mill, in fact, certain branches of 
paper manufacture have bciome almost eii 
tirely engineering operations, although even 
in such factories there is great scope forco 
operation between the engineer and the 
chemist 

I would like to say one word to the students 
present No matter what is done in the matter 
of education here and elsewhere it is very 
largely a personal matter \s Mr J K 
Clynes, M P has recently stated, ' personal 
effort initiative and exeition are the prices 
whii h must be paid for knowledge, and study 
alone IS the avenue through which improved 
minds c in be passed ' I w ould appeal to the 
students to encourage this institution and 
others conducted on similar lines by attend 
ing the classes and thus show (hat they 
appreciate the efforts put forward in the 
direction of promoting the scientific develop 
ment of industry 

Before dispersing, much interest was also 
taken by the large gathering in the various 
scientihc apparatus which Mr Davey and 
Ml Cuss explained to visitors during the 
evening, including microscopic slides, paper 
testing machines and so on

The completion of the new photographic 
baM paper mill built by Wiggins Teape and 
Co (1919), Ltd, at Wooburn Green, was tele 
brated on October 5th, when Mr Ihomas 
Illingworth, J P, of Messrs Thomas llling 
worth and Co, Ltd , Park Royal Willesden, 
N W, formally set the machine in motion in 
the preeence of the board of directors and 
workpeople 

Mr Peter Wood Holden, chairman of the 
company, in thanking Mr Illingworth for his 
presence amongst them said that this seemed 
a propitious moment at which to mark the 
end of the first stage of their progress as 
photographic base papermaLers and to cele 
orate their entry into a new era which he had 
every coohdence would be a long and sul 
cessful one He went on to slate that at the 
old mill, with the most inadequate plant and 
machinery, they had been able to make 
largely owing to Mr Illingworth s help and 
advice, 4,000 tons of base paper, whith, I 
although not perfect, had hlled its purpose 
At this new mill fully equipped for the | 
manufacture of the highest grades of photo j 
graphic base they all meant to succeed 
although they realised that they had no walk 
over, and relied for success only on the quality 
of their products and the service they can 
render Mr Holden then invited Mr filing 
worth to set the machine in motion and thus 1 
to join with them in the honour of inaugiira 
ting a new industry 

Mr Illingworth iii reply, referred to his first 
introduction to the hrm, when, shortly after 
the outbreak of war, the Government re 
quested him to undertake the manufacture of 
material for areial photography at that time 
in its infancy This he did, and when an 
emulsion suitable for the purpose had been 
produced he found himself up against the 
problem of how to supply paper for the 
prints, the raw base having all been hitherto 
manufactured in Germany When he ap 
proached some of the British papermakers he 
was generally met with "ifs and ' buts, but 
when he put the case before Mr Peter Holden, 


chairman of Wiggins, 1 eape and Co , that

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Wood Pulp Arbitration. 


Interpretation of the Much-Discussed Force Majeure Clause. 


An important arbitration Loncerning a 
wood pulp contrart was recently held in 
L>ondon, and we are able to present here 
with the award 1 he parlies in the case were 
the Korsnas Sagverks Aktiebulag, claimants 
and Robert Lraigand bons, Ltd , lespondents 
The facts of the case were th^e On April 
loth, igao, Messrs R Craig and Sons pur 
chased through Messrs Robeit Trikson and 
Co, Ltd, agents for Messrs Korsnas Sagverks 
Aktiebolag, i 500 tons of Korsnas hrst quality 
strong sulphite pulpfree on board atkarskar, 
Sweden, shipment to be ‘ fairly spread during 
the navigation season of the present year 
1921 The contract was made out on the usual 
bought and sold notes adopted by the British 
and Scandinavian Wood Pulp and Paper 
Associations Owing to the roal strike, which 
began on April ist and terminated on July 
4th, 1921, both the Moffat Mills and the Calder 
cruix Mills were shut down entirely for want 
of fuel Messrs Craig have no means of stor¬ 
ing any large quantity of fuel, but depend 
upon their coah coming in regularly day by 
day For a little time before the strike 
actually came into force, the coal owners 
stopped sending coals as they were retaining 
such reserve as they possessed against their 
anticipated requirements for pumping and 
such purposes after the pits ceased working 
The result was that on April and after the 
mills were shut down, respondents had only 
in stock about half a-week s supply of fuel, 
and thqr could obtain no more 1 hey made 
special efforts to obtain coals, and early in 
April some supplies were loaded in wagons 
and ready to come, but the miners leaders 
took the tickets off the wagons and would not 
allow the wagons to be sent Ihey were 
backed up in this by the National Union of 
Railwaymen, who declined to transport coal 
for manufacturing purposes such as paper 
making During April the company did 
manage to get sufficient coal to run botl 
the Moffat Mills and the Caldercruix Mills for 
one sreek each After that, however, it was 
impossible to obtain any more In April 
they were being pressed by H M Stationery 
Office to deliver paper on account of contracts 
which th^ had from them, but which they 
could not make as they had no fuel Messrs 
CrsMg asked H M S O to assist them to get 
fuel to make their paper, and they wrote back 
saying that they were not able to give any 
hnp whatever Consequently the manufac 
turers were unable to run their mills anymore 
until after the coal strike was Anished They 
esumed full work at both mills on July nth 


Seeing that the contract with Korsnas was 
for shipment fairly spreid during the navi 
gation season igsi, and as it is recognised 
that comnierciall> the Baltic navigation 
season is from Ma> to November, a period 
of seven months—as although the lower 
Baltic ports may be open earlier and remain 
open later yet the pulp nulls will not guar 
antee shipment in April or in December—and 
as the respondents were hindered and pre- 
vented from making paper for a full period of 
three months, they claimed under the 1 ntce 
Majevre Clause that they were entitled to 
have cancelled three sevenths of the total 
quantity of 1,500 tons contracted for or 643 
tons Messrs Korsnas refused the claim on 
the ground that the paper firm were only en 
titled to one twelfth nf the total quantity for 
each month they were shut, namely, Uiree 
twelfths, or 375 tons altogether 

I he points for decision, therefore, in the 
arbitration were whiili was the correct 
interpretation of the / oiet Uajtun Clause 
and what quantity should be cancelled if 
neither side was held to be correct Messrs 
Korsnas appointed as then arbitrators Mr 
Samuel Garrett, of bt Michael s Rector\ Corn- 
hill, solicitor, while Messrs R Craig and bona 
appointed as their arbitrator, Mr Lrnest 
Frederick Lever of 3, Essex couit lemple 
barrister at law These arbitrators appointed 
as Umpire in the said Reference, Mr Frank 
Douglas MacKinnon KC Ihe counsel for 
Messrs Korsnas was Mr James Dickinson, 
barrister at law instrut ted by Messrs Biddle 
Ihorne, Weisford and Gait and counsel for 
Messrs Craig was Mr Rudolf MoriU barrister 
at law, instructed by Messrs J N Mason 
and Co 

The Award 

The award is as follows — 

Whereas by a contract in writing dated 
April loth, 1920, between the above named 
claimants, pulp manufacturers, of Gefle, 
bweden, and the above named respondents, 
paper manufacturers of Airdrie, the claim 
ants agreed to sell and the respondents agreed 
to purchase 1,500 tons of korsnas first quality 
strong sulphite pulp, free on board, Karskar, 
Sweden, shipment fairly spread during the 
navigation season next year (that is this yeari 
upon the condititms contained in the said 
contract including condition No 5, of which 
a copy IS contained in the Schedule hereto 
And whereas the respondents contended that 
in the events which have happened during 
the navigabon season of igsi they were 
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liable to accept and take only 8S7 tons of pulp 
out of the 1,500 tons 1 ontracted for by the 
said Lontract and the claimants disputed this 
Lonlention and contended that the reipon 
dents were liable to accept and take the full 
contract quantity of 1,500 tons And whereas 
under an arbitration clause contained in the 
said contract the said parties agreed to refer 
the said dispute to the arbitration of two 
arbitrators one to be appointed by each 
party and they to appoint their umpiie before 
proceeding with the reference \nd whereas 
the claimants appointed as an arbitrator in 
such reference the undersigned bamuel Gar 
rett, of St lAichaels Keciory, Cornhill, 
solicitor, and the respondents appointed as an 
arbitrator the undersigned Ernest I redenck 
Lever, of 3, Essex court, 1 emple. Barrister at- 
Law, and the said arbitrators appointed as 
umpire in the said reference Frank Douglas 
MacKinnon, Esquire, one of llis Majesty s 
counsel 

And whereas by consent of the parties the 
said umpire and arbitrators sat together upon 
the hearing of the said leference And 
whereas upon the hearing of the said refer 
ence the parties agreed that the arbitrators 
or umpire should make an interim award in 
the form of a declaration that the respon 
dents were or weie not in default in refusing 
to take delivery of more than the quantity of 
pulp they have agreed In take delivery of, 
namely, 857 tons, and if they were in default 
to what extent they were in default and that, 
if necessary after the publication of sut h in 
terim award the parties should come before 
the arbitrators or umpire again to make a final 
award Now,we, the said arbitrators having 
taken upon ourselves the burden of the said 
reference and having heard and considered 
fhe evidence adduced by the said parties and 
the arguments of their respective counsel do 
hereby award and determine that the lespon 
dents are in default in refusing to take more 
than '<57 tons of pulp under the said contrac t 
and that they are bound to take, in the events 
which have happened, 937 tons of such pulp

In box board mills the problem of naste 
prevention is a serious one needing continuous 
and careful attention from the fact that there 
are so many ways in which losses may occur 
The waste of time and material by careless 
■and time killing employees is one which may 
beLorrected byelliLient supeiintendents and 
foremen 

The waste of fuel in the power plant through 
imperfect combustion low tempeiature feed 
water, or dirty boilers may be corrected by a 
diligent engineer 

1 he western radiation may be corrected by 
the propel covering of steam pipes and boileis 
1 he waste of power m the beater room can 
be lessened if the beater man c an be educated 
to handle the rolls in the right way 
Waste heat from exhaust steam can be used 
for drying paper and healing the buildings 
The waste from trash received in paper 
ttockfmixed paper) cannot be avoided 
Ihe most serious source of loss in board 
mills and usually the one to which the least 
attention is paid is the waste water from the 
machines I have seen sewers from paper 
mills lined their full length with valuable 
pulp and in places where they would over 
flow, the ground would be coveied inches 
thick with It The main id< a seemed to be to 
get rid of It the quickest and easiest wav 
dump the vats, wash them out iiid let every 
thing go to the river 1 will say though that 
more attention has been paid to this loss in 
Ihe last few years, ways of using this waste 
water have beendevised, thereby saving what 
stock was in it 

Save-Alle 

Save alls are being put into use It is every 
ones patriotic dulv to save pulp wherever 
possible in the mills, thereby conserving the 
fast diminishing supply of pulp wood No 
matter how much money a mill is making, 
there is no excuse for wasting pulp bave it 
all and put it back into paper 

Ihe saving of waste water from the ma 
chines in any mill is not a very difllcult or 
expensive job 1 he oiost efficient method that 
1 have found and which I put into successful 
operation in a large box board mill was to 
drain or collect all waste water from Ihe ma 
chines, stock pumps, screens etc, in a central 
point (shallow well or sump) and deliver it by 
a centrifugal pump to a tank of large cape 
city, the beaters getting their water from this 


tank 1 here would be times when the beaters 
would not use all the water put into this 
tank, naturally causing it to overflow, which 
would mean some waste, but this overflow 
was taken care of by another tank from which 
a pipe led to the save all, thereby saving it 
all 1 here were times when the save all had 
nothing to do, but it was there and ready like 
a good catcher allowing no "passed balls ' * 
Dy the above described arrangement the 
reclaimed pulp in the waste water is passed 
back to the beaters where it is mixed with 
flesh stock I he same disposition is made of 
stock reclaimed by the save all 
Reclaimed water in the *ankfrom which the 
beater room draws its supply can be easily 
kept hot by the proper airangement of coils 
and the use of exhaust steam 
One of the objections to the use of a tank 
for waste water is that a large amount of 
stock settles there and must be emptied and 
washed out periodically 1 his, I believe, could 
be avoided by using a steel tank with a taper 
or hopper bottom at least 60 degi^ taper, with 
the outlet lo the beatei supply pipe at the 
lowest point 1 here could then be no settling 
everything going to the beaters I he saving 
of pulp by this method is not the only saving 
there is a saving of fresh water and the power 
It takes to pump it Ihe saving of fresh water 
IS a vital thing in some mills where the supply 
IS limited 

1 he wastes in box board mills though 
numerou* are not difficult to correct if man 
ager and superintendent notice them and 
insist on their correction ' A penny saved is 
a penny earned the same thing applies to 
' dollars 

Lvery box board mill has its own separate 
waste problem, all are different Some are 
easily corrected, while some are not so easy 
None however, are so difficult but with some 
ingenuity it can be solved In putting up a 
new plant, this sav ing of waste water should 
be includ^ in the plans, when it could be 
done with slight expense 
One larely realises what is being lost 
through waste water until the evidence is 
before you 1 can well remember when I first 
saw the save all put to work, and the amount 
of good stock which came from it I hen I 
reflected at the years we had been letting all 
this water go to the river in blessed ignor 
ance of money that was going with it ~Mr 
Richard Clayton in Paper Industry

JOSEPH SINGLETON. 
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Somr interesting informBtion roncerning 
the utilisation of reeds as a papermaking 
material is given by Mr A Klein, who has 
had much experience of making pulp from 
this source, and who contributes an ariirle on 
the subjert to the Paper I fade Journal (N 'i ) 

Mr Klein owned a mill on the Roumanian 
Danube in Braila, not far fiom the Black Sea, 
where they made many thousand tons of 
bleached pulp Ihis pulp was made into 
high grades of paper It was an excellent 
substitute for esparto grass pulp, and to a 
certain extent was used to replace cotton 
ran 

We gathered the many thousands of tons 
wo needed in the winter when the swampy 
delta of the river was frozen writes Mr Klein 
The reed was cut by fishermen with big 
knives This work proved economical be¬ 
cause the fishermen were without work in the 
winter, and besides this the frost bitten reed 
IS dry and not so heavy as the fresh green 
plant Costa of transport are lower this way 
The reed was put up in bundles which were 
gathered and left on higher places where the 
rising water of the river in the spnng could 
not touch them When navigation opened 
the bundles were taken to the mill, and made 
into pulp Before the Braila mills were 
started reed was considered as unsuited for 
papermaking, because the plant has a too 
nigh content of ash 

The cellulose contents and the general com¬ 
position of the reed are quite variable We 
ascertained, for instance, at the time of the 
cutting, that in some places the knives be 
came very dull in a comparatively short 
time We found that the reed cut in this 
place was always harder than reed cut from 
other places, and in cooking the stems, etc, 
we found that it was necessary even to vary 
the cooking to got uniform pulp 1 do not 
know the reason for this, but I am ready to 
accept as the explanation that thesoilon which 
the leed was growing had an influence on the 
composition of the plant An opinion was 
published many years ago by Ladenburg and 
Lange, according to which tlie silica plays no 
inmortant role in the growth of the grasses 

In this connection Jttould like to ask this 
question We know that silica is contained 
in every kind of grass, we know further that 
silica cannot be dissolved in neutral or nearly 
neutral solutions of sulphites at higher tem 


peratures On the other hand, it has been 
proved that a good pulp of straw and also 
different grasses can be made by cooking them 
in neutral sulphite solutions at higher tem 
peratures Now could it not be possible that 
silica enters the organic compound and is a 
part of this lo m pound t If this is the case we 
can explain the two seemingly Lonlradictory 
facts 

However we succeeded in making a very 
good fibre out of reed by cooking the plant 
with sulphites Reed and grasses in general 
cannot be handled as wood There aie 
several minor points and some of bigger im¬ 
portance where the treatment of wood and 
grasses differ The paper made from the reed 
pulp IS very much like esparto paper Keed 
pulp can he used without mixing it with 
other pulps It can be used also together 
with sulphite or sulphate or soda pulp In 
all cases the papers made from reed pulp are 
bulky and soft The strength ot the wood 
fibre IB greater than the reed fibres, but the 
reed yields more elastic fibres, aqd very nice 
printing and high grade soft writing papers 
can be manufactured from reed pulp 

The average length of reed grass pulp was 
found to be i 24 millimetre and the diameter 
0016 millimetre These figures come very 
near to the esparto grass fibres, and from them 
It could be assumra that papers made from 
reed grass pulp will turn out very similar in 
quality lo the esparto papers And certainly 
they did A paper made from 40 per cent 
bleached soda pulp and to per cent oleached 
reed grass pulp weighed iia grammes pm 
square metre and was o iBj millimetre thick 
Another paper made from Bo per cent of 
bleached reed grass pulp and so per cent of 
bleached sulphite, with a weight of 975 
grammes per square metre, had a thickness of 
o 104 millimetre These papers came up in 
bulk to the average good esparto papers 

The locations of mills to treat reeds would 
have to be given careful consideration, and 
the technical details would also have to be 
well judged, as the handling of the raw reed 
IS very expensive indeed A bundle of dry 
reed is af-3 metres in length and 1 metre in 
circumference, and weighs 7 kilograms 1 he 
volume of this bundle is about i cubic metre 
From this about 3 kilograms of dry bleached 
pulp can be manufactured Now 1 cubic 
metre of wood—40ft pulp wood—weighs 350 
kilograms and from it 120-140 kilograms of 
dry sulphite can be made In this manner it 
can be calculated that the amount of reed by 
volume required to make a given quantity of 
pulp IS 40 times as large as the amount of * 
wood required to make an equivalent quan 
tity of sulphite pulp

Sir, —1 he steadily increasing imports of 
foreign paper into Great Britain should be 
brought strongly to the notice of all manu¬ 
facturers, dealers and users of paper in this 
country During recent activities in connec 
tlon with our appeal to the Board of Trade 
for a tariff under the Safeguarding of Indus¬ 
tries Act against dumped imports, the ques¬ 
tion has frequently been asked by our friends 
in the trade "fa the case of the British 
manufacturer supported by import Aguies' ? 
and It IS surprising to note the lack of infor 
mation in the trade regarding these vitally 
important details 

It IB essential to give wide publicity to the 
growing imports of paper and to emphasise 
the fact that thtn art sttadtly tncreasing at a 
time when British mills are suffering badly 
for want of orders The pre war imports of 
paper were approximately 48,000 tons pet 
month 1 he following figures will show how 
steadily imports have increased this year — 

April Imports, 16,500 tons 

May „ 33,800 „ 

June „ 38,600 „ 

July „ 36,100 „ 

August „ 54,800 „ 

It will be obvious that the foreign mills are 
rapidly getting back to pre war volume of 
business with Great Britain It is equally 
obvious, and unfortunately true, that British 
milb are running only one third normal 
capacitv, while the orders go abroad, largely 
to produung countries whose currency is 
heavily depreciated 

If our British manufacturers can be aroused 
to this menace of increasing imports, and will 
realise the chief reason why home mills are 
shut down, we feel sure that the industry will 
be unanimous in its appeal to the Board of 
Trade for relief from this unfair competition 

The paper manufacturers of Great Bntain 
have a powerful case for a tariff against 
dumped imports and against imports from 
countries with debased currency We have 
felt that the mills are not fully alive to the 
reasons for their present difficulties and to the 
remedies available 


We feel certain that if the British mills 
grasp these facts, they will reahse the critical 
situation that the industry is in at present, 
and will CO operate in quick and effective 
action

Sia,—I notice in a leaderette in your last 
week's issue that it is suggested in order to 
increase output " that it may be feasible to 
revert to the two shift system " If there is 
one thing more than another that would meet 
with the bitterest opposition from our menf- 
bers, 1 am certain that it would be aiiv at 
tempt to forte them back to the hateful long 
drag system, which a return to 13 hour shifts 
would inevitably lead to 
In most mills able to work full time the 
speeding up which has been brought about 
has resulted in as great or greater output 
under the three shifts system as was ever ob¬ 
tained before under the 12 hour shifts It 
must not be overlooked that in return for the 
boon of the 8 hour shifts the workers agreed 
to extend the normal working week by four 
hours 

Ihe pre war conditions both as regards 
long hours and low wages in too many paper 
mills were disgraceful and the "charter of 
libert> secured by the National Agreement 
in 1919, which abolished the old hateful con 
ditiODS, IS valued so highly by our members 
that they will stand by its provisions with re 
gard to hours of work, etc, at all costs 
Paper mill workers have been as hard hit as 
any in the country thiough the long con¬ 
tinued lack of employment but undei the 
eight hour shifts system they have all been 
able to share alike what work has been ai ail 
able 

A return to the 13 hour shifts would doom 
one third of them to total unemployment 
and greatly accentuate the problem of bow 
to prevent them and other workless men and 
women from starving which is at present de 
manding the whole time of the Government 
and local authorities generally 
It is fully realised by all thinking men in 
our trade that production must be kept up to 
the highest possible lesel compatible with 
the maintenance of quality in the finished 
product, but a return to the la hours shifts 
would hinder rather than help that desirable 
end No man working at the pressure ex 
pected now a days could possibly keep up 
the same unremitting attention to his work 
for 13 hours per day without a break for meals 
SIX days to the wbm 

Progreos has undoubtedly been made in 
scrapping obsolete machinery and installing 
up to date machinery, but much more re 
mains to be done in that direction to enable 
the employees to increase the output to the 
fullest capacity *

Paper Economy 

1 HE. strong protest which Mr Justice Swift 
made at Northampton against the use of 
scrap paper tor depositions, bungs to mind 
the fac* that the economies preached during 
the war are still being practised to an in 
ordin ite extent Serviceable as they were at 
the time, the occasion has passed away for the 
rigid stinginess in regard to paper which not 
only stifles business, but makes a bad imprei 
Sion wherever its evidences are apparent I he 
learned judge was evidently of opinion that 
for serious work paper of a respectable char 
acter should be used With economy being 
preached in every direction, peopm are not 
apt to discriminate There may be wasteful 
economy just as there is economic waste 
Pure luxury expenditure may be waste, 
but the outlay on decent paper increases lelf 
esteem and promotes business It seemed a 
little bit contradictory a while back when 
certain l-abour leaders, at a time when 
economy was being urged, suggested that 
the Stationery Office should antiapate its 
requirements and place orders for stationery 
and printing which would not be required for 
some time 1 be civil servants who have bad 
the economy stunt pteadied into their ears ad 
nauseam, must have been highly amused at the 
antiapatory proposal, unless they saw in it a 
more sinister move What is desirable is the 
exercise of discretion, and a little more liceoce 
in the purdiaaing of imper would help at least 
ana industry end the multitude of people who 
handle its products

shipments from the mills to the customers' 
warehouses, which obviate irritating delays 
and other shipping annoyances 1 heir situa 
tion enables them to ship at short notices, 
relieving their customers of the necessity of 
maintaining large reserve stocks and of tying 
up large amounts of capital a distinct adyan 
tage in a market whose noiinal leserve slocks 
do not exf eed 70 days supply and fiequently 
drop to less then half that amount Ihey

Ihey give the Ameriian publisher lull 
credit for the abilitv and the willingness lo 
examine the news print ipiestion on its merits 
in Us broadeet aspects both as to immediate 
expediency and future requirements xiid they 
entertain no appiehension as to his ulliin tie

The article states a properly formed sheet 
will press without 1 rushing and when reach I 
ing the dryer unit of the machine will permit | 
the moisture contents to be easily evaporaled 1 
without rocLling or the making of broke 
Now, my experience is that you may have a 
properly formed sheet oh the u<iu but if the 
stuff IS loo soft or slow \ou will have crush 
ing at the coucher and it the top coucher is 
slightly eased >ou'vill still have crushing at 
the first press 

As regards cockling, 1 have found this will 
be caused by the second piess being dirty or 
hating the first drying cylinders too hot 
In making some grades of fine papers the 
stock must be beaten rather finer than for 
others, but long free stock will allow evapora 
tion more readily than finer stocks 
Mr John Brassington made the following 
contribution The amount of water used 
with the prepared pulp from the beating en 
gines as the mixture runs on to the wiresaries 
according to the character of the stock and of 


too soft, fhe only way to overcoino tha trouble 
ubyslowiogdowntnamadiine On the other 
band, should the stuff be too free, addUional 
water added and more shake on the wire will 
make a material difference in tha appearance 
of the sheet I agree tha table rolls help to get

' Ihe strength of her position, said Mr 
Wm Corke is not bound up in the question 
of exchanges at all, but is bised on the steil 
ing fact that nature has nb\ lously eai marked 
Finland as a papermaking country bhe 
possesses unlimited virgin timber, an abun 
dance of water powei, facilities lor water 
transport and an adequate supply of indus 
trious hardy workpeople 

' Up to the beginning of tgiS F inland was, 
of course, under the domination ol Kussia 
and only since that time has she had a fair 
chance of showing what she can do No 
time, however, has been lost Attention has 
and is still being given to every detail of 
engineering which makes for effaciency in the 
hnished article and the satisfactory working 
of the paper produced Naturally there have 
been many difficulties Immediately follow 
ing the war all engineering firms were con 
gested with orders and the delivery of new 
appliances of any kind was a matter of diffi¬ 
culty and delay But all these troubles have 
been gradually surmounted, and it is safe to

"At any rate we are ttking a iiiilti per 
sptitive ol the trade and basing our policy uii 
the fact that our I nnish group of mills uc 
making and supplying now and for the tune 
to come a first class aiticle at an attiaitivc 
market price- not mark you, at a riditu 
Inusly low hgiire, but at a figure which fairlv 
corresponds 'o the difference represented by 
the convenience of regular deli very whiih 
home suppliers can give 

f wish to emphasise the fact, added Mr 
Corke that we sre not undercutting the 
I'liglish market Where price is an im 
portant factor for the buyer or where lie 
wants to leaven his existing contracts with 
paper at s shade lower price, the Finnish 
paper oilers him that advantage

Or Richard Muller, of Q^Ieriburg, has been 
granted the German patent No 339 30J for 
a new proceu for the manufacture of chemical 
wood pulp He has found that weak acid 
nyxtures with oaidising qualities, as for 
eaample watery solutions of sulphuric and 
nitric at ids or nitric acid such as the waste 
from the nitrating process, are suitable for 
disintegrating wood which is laid therein in 
the usual form of small chips 1 he ligneous 
tissue together with the othei incrusting 
matters are so altered that simple washing 
with weak alkaline solutions will completely 
remove them 

If pine wood is treated for fourteen days in 
a nitration wash water containing 3 per cent 
nitric acid and 10 per cent sulphuric acid at 
a temperature of 20 degs C, it becomes so 
altered that after treatment with a half per 
cent solution of caustic soda it yields a pulp 
free from lignin and easily bleachable amount 
ing to about52 percent of the original wood 
weaker acids such as a half per cent to i per 
cent HNOiata temperatuieuf about60degs 
C have given excellent pulp with a good 
yield after two days' treatment —M A

In a note in PapeUtu it is shown that sul¬ 
phite pulp, espMially when prepared bv 
cooking at a low temperature with a weak 
acid, hydrates very readily in the beater, 
owing to the presence of hemicelluloses This 
IS very desirable for parchment or greaseproof 
papers, but must be avoided in the manufac¬ 
ture of print or writing papers bsparto pulp, 
being a soda pulp, does not easily hydrate, 
and may be advantageously mixed with sul 
phite to reduce the tendency of the latter to 
hydrate too readily Moreover, esparto gives 
suppleness and bulk to the paper and makes 
it take the ink particularly well even under 
moderate preuure, which is especially impor

A British patent has been granted to 1 J 
Marshall and Co, Ltd, and Mr Rowland 
bgerton Wedgwood, Campbell Works, Stoke 
Newington, covering an invention relating to 
improvements in expanding Lylinder moulds 
and dandy rolls emplo>ed in papermaking 
machines, and to the class of mould or roll 
whirh IS made in separate segments winch 
are adapted to be moved radially relatively 
to the axis of the cylinder or toll so as to 
expand or contract the periphery of the latter 
as may be necessitated in ordinary practice 
in the operation of papermaking mat hiiies 

In such moulds or rolls as heretofore con 
structed the movable segments are mounted 
on a hollow shaft or sleeve and their inner 
ends are provided with wedges which extend 
through slots in the said sleeve and bear 
against wedges on a spindle extending longi 
tudinally through the sleeve and capable of 
being adjusted axially theiein, such axial 
movement in one direction expanding the 
segments With this construction, as will be 
understood, the reverse or contiacting move 
ment of the segments must be effected 
manually 

1 he invention has for its object to provide 
means whereby the adjustment of the seg 
mrnts can be effected more easily and with 
greater provision than heretofore, and to this 
end the inventors arrange for the radial 
movement of the segments to be positively 
affected in both directions 

In a suitable arrangement for carrying oat 
the invention each movable segment is 
carried bv a number of radially disposed pins 
or rod^ the inner ends of which extend 
through radial holm in the hollow shaft 
carrying the cylinder or roll and engage in 
slots in cones or cams carried by the central 
spindle in such n manner that they can slide 
in the said Mots, means being provided 
whereby they are retained within the latter 
so that the ipovement of the radial pins or 
rods IS posihve in both directions For ex¬

motor so seta the beater roll that, during the 
whole of the beating period, the power taken 
remains constant 

In Pig 1 IS the spindle which alters the roll 
3, the auxiliary motor which drives spindle 
1,3 the reley which causes the auxiliary motor 
to run right or left This is a main current 
relay, the winding 4 of which takes current 
from the field coi» of the main driving motor 
5 In the relay winding 4 a variable resist 
ance 6 is connected in parallel and may be

Mr Hermann GeTera, of Kaukauna, Wia, 
has been granted a patent on an improved 
process of cooking sulphate and soda pulp 

Heretofore, in manufacturing cellulose by 
the soda or sulphate process, the charge of 
fibrous material and liquor in the digester has 
usually been heated either by directly injecting 
steam or by the so railed indirect method, 
in which the liquor is circulated through a 
steam heater and in which the steam does not 
come in contact with the digestion liquor In 
the ' indirect method, an injector or centn 
fugal pump lb usually employed to circulate 
the liquor from the bottom to the top of the 
digester through the heater Similar means 
are at times provided for circulating the 
liquor in the ' direct rooking method 1 he 
direct injei tion of steam in the soda or sul¬ 
phate process is objectionable, sint e the con 
denied steam dilutes the liquor 1 Ins objec 
tion IS avoided by the indirect method referred 
to, but in this case the heat of the steam is not 
as efiiriently utilised 

In carrying out Mr Gevers process diges 
tion liquor is heated in a boiler which in 
accordance with the preferred embodiment of 
the invention, is direct hred so that the use of 
a boiler foi generating steam from water is 
dispensed with I he liquor is pumped or 
otherwise forced under pressure into the boiler, 
IS heated therein to generate steam and is 
brought to a suitable high temperature and 
pressure which may be varied in accordance 
with the different materials to be tieated and 
the size of the apparatus employed 

DIgaatiBg OperatloB 

In carrying out a digesting operation, a 
charge of fresh wood chips or other fibrous 
material and part of the liquor lequired for 
the digesting or cooking operation is placed 
in the cooking vessel or digester and the latter 
IS then closed 1 he lest of the liquor required 
for the opwation, which has been pre heated 
in the boiler, is then introduced into the 
digester and, most conveniently is forced 
from the boiler by the steam generated therein 
through a suitable pipe line extending from 
the boiler at a point below its water level and 
connected to the digester 

Preferably, the pipe line is provided with 
connections and valves whereby the pre 
heated liquor from the boiler can be admitted 
either to the top or bottom of the digester, or 
part into the top and part into the bottom as 
may be required When the digester is thus 
charged, the steam generated from the diges 
tion liquor in the boiler is introduced into the 
digester and preferably—as is customary with 
the diiect cooking method referred to—means 
are provided whereby the steam can be intro 
ducra either into the upper or the lower end 
of the digester as conditions may require 

Duringthe cooking and digestion operaticm, 
fresh liquor is pumped into the boiler, prefer¬ 


ably as soon as the digester charge has by the 
introduction pf pre-heated liquor and steam 
been brought to the temperature and pressure 
required for tho completion of the cooking 
operation The cooking of the digester 
charge is then continued and completed ^ aid 
of steam generated in the boiler and at the 
same time the boiler is utilised to pre heat 
the liquor for the subsequent operation or 
operations 

AdvantagoB of Mm Process 

The following advantans are claimed for 
the improved process —he improved pro 
cess and apparatus avoid the neiessitv of 
employing a water fed boiler to supply steam 
for heating the digestion liquor the pre 
heated liquor is forced from the boiler into the 
lower portion of the digester and also during 
the continued cooking operation f^as and 
vapour are relieved Ihis venting ol the 
digester concentrates the liquor I urlher 
more the generation of steam from the 
liquor in the boiler also concentiates the 
liquor so that undue diluiibn andwsste of 
heat are avoided 

Again, because of the fact that the liquoi is 
concentrated in the boiler, the liquor when 
fust prepared ran be weaker than would 
otherwisf be the case 1 he prepar itiuii of a 
weaker cooking liquor is of course easier 
and more economical A conipai itivelv 
'•mall amount of lime will furnish the desired 
causticity furthermore, the lnjiior in the 
digester can be kept at such a conreiitr itioii 
that expensive steam evaporators and extra 
fuel are not required for the reioveiv of the 
alkali from the resulting black liqiioi Ihe 
introduction of highl} pie heated Iiquoi into 
the freshly charged digester reduces the ennk 
mg time the boiler 1 $ fulh utilised not nnlv 
to supply steam for the cooking operation^ 
but also to pre heat the liquor for the succeed ^ 
ing operation no pump is required for 1 ir 
culating the liquor, which can be forced into 
different portions of the digester as required 
by pressure developed in the boiler and 
good boiling and circulation during the cook 
ing operation can be readily attained bv 
venting the digester and by admitting steam 
to different portions thereof Again no 
heater otliei than the direct fire boiler is le 
quired

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The maBufacture of cauatic loda supplies as 
a bv product such a large amount of cnlorme 
that the manufacturers of chlorine compounds 
are always assured of their raw material at a 
very low price, and are only limited in their 
output by the demand for their product The 
most important chlorine industry is the manu¬ 
facture of bleaching powder, or chloride of 
lime, as it is popularly known It is necessary 
to bleach all textiles and most paper at some 
time or other during the process of manufac 
ture, and sulphur has long been too valuable 
for other purposes to allow of its use in 
making sulphur dioxide for bleaching 

The nistoiy of the bleaching powder in 
dustiy goes back to the period when 1 e Blanc 
was working out his soda process, which 
would supply a large amount of chlorine 
when 't was needed It has been a curious 
feature of applied chemistry that interrelated 
industries of this sort have been worked out 
at the same time by different men, neither of 
whom knew of the others work It was in 
1785 that Berthollet in Pans discovered that 
if chlorine gas were bubbled into caustic 
potash a solution having valuable bleaching 
properties resulted 1 his solution was named 
'* Javel Water ' This industry was developed 
somewhat by Watt in Lngland, and during 
the next few yean the change from the ex¬ 
pensive potash to the cheaper lime was made 
by the cotton spinners of Lancashire 

The manufacture of bleaching powder is 
carried out on a very large scale, and is mainly 
an automatic process It is well that this 
IS so because chlorine is a very disagreeable 
sort of thing to deal with, and exposure to it 
IS attended with painful, and often fatal 
results, because of its action on the delicate 
tissues of the lungs 

It M only necessary to expose freshly slaked 
lime to the action of chlorine to cause the 
'ime to lake up the gas until a product con 


taming some 35 per cent of chlorine results 
This product is a dry, white powder smelling 
lightly of idilorine and being readily decom¬ 
posed by weak acids into chlorine and a com¬ 
pound of lime with the acid used 
1 he chlorine is a little fussy about the kind 
of lime that it will combine with and it has to 
be humoured Dry slaked lime it will not 
touch If the lime is too wet the pow^ will 
not keep Fortunately, a lime having 4 per 
cent extra water suits both it and the trade, 
so that if this detail be attended to and the 
lime be very pure and sieved very fine, there u 
not much trouble to fear It is, however, 
necessary to keep the temperature below 
80 degi to get good results 

The absorption is carried out in large brick 
chambers lined with shelves 1 he chlonne is 
turned on until the chamber is filled As the 
gas IS greenish yellow in colour, the absorp¬ 
tion can be watched through windows and the 
supply regulated After the absorption has 
slowed down the gas is turned of! and the air 
of the chamber reiHaced by fres^ air from out¬ 
side I he workmen then go in and turn over 
the lime to expose a fresh surface 1 his part 
of the operation is dangerous, and many fatal 
accidents have resulted from the workmen 
going into a t hamber containing chlorine It 
u however quite likel) that this industry 
will beneht quite materially from the lessons 
learned in the war as with a proper gas 
mask, all danger is presented 
After the lime has berome saturated it is 
removed from the chamber, usually by hand, 
and barrelled lor storage or shipment 1 hese 
barrels must be made air tight to keep air out 
and chlorine in and keep cool and dry in 
order to preserve the contents 
Besides its use as a bleach mg agent chloride 
of lime IS widely used as a disinfectant for 
which use it was well adapted It has a large 
sale both because of its emciency and its low 
price —' Lagh 1 I nity

In seeking to establish a standard for mots 
tuiL testing, are we not focusing too much on 
the method and loo little on the man^ Can 
It not be truthfully said that most of the 
troubles in moisture testing ha\r arisen 
because the work was left in the hands of un 
qualihed persons "> 1 irst persons in mills 
with no idea of the imporlanee of their office 
and employed by people who had no idea of 
such importance, and secondly persons with 
siientifiL training, but no idea of pulp mill 
conditions suddenly asked to act as relerees 

Ihiis Mr I Lindsey Crossley in Papet 
Industry, and he proceeds 

Recent trend toward excessisely finicky 
detail IS not likely to improve the londitions 
Ihe line of endeavour should be toward 
simplification 

1 he form of test that can be made in the 
simplest and quiikesl wav, and get correct 
results in the shortest possible time should be 
the aim, not the perpetuation of anv par 
ticular form of test 

Ihe idea of limiting the making of referee 
tests to individuals with certain qualifications 
IS good, but among those qualihcations should 
be that of actual experience in mills 

1 he attitude should be that of the surgeon 
approaching an operation for which there is 
a well known technique, but which is always 
governed by the circumstances and by the 
idiosyncrasies of the patient No surgeon 
would agree to standardise an operation and 
no referee should be required to make stan 
dardised tests, but all referees should be in 
formed as to previous work on the subject 
and the cireumstances of the present case, 
otherwise they become mere machines, and 
the mills would save by employing any 
honest handy man 

Ihe case is different where no referee is 
called in, but in these again the facts are 
wanted and may be obscured by a dictum as 
to the use of this or that form of test In 
such a dispute the agreement in result of two 
differing forms of test would tend more to 
a satisfactory settlement than concordant 
figures obtained by repetition of an identical 
procedure 

An instance in each case can be cited In 
the first example, that of an unqualified 
referee, the material was in 500 pound bales 


of dry sheets They were tested by the usual 
I man and found short 1 he null s chemist 
I then tested in i different way with the same 
' result \ claim was made and the shipping 
I mill sent a man from a firm of analvsts v ho 
I had no mill experience He airived without 
' notice 111 the absence of the c ueiiiist broke a 
number of bales o%er tin room cut wedges 
with bases four to eight inches wide and 
i ignoiing the fait that the pulp had been 
' shipped about two months befoie and had

their use of paper from the low level of the 
past few months A decided expansion in 
daily newspaper advertising, much of which 
IS of course merely seasonal, is apparent and 
IS likely to continue at any rate until the close 
of the year 1 he 40 page daily and the 120 
page Sunday paper, which disappeared alto 

B ether early m the summer aie again in use 
ewspaper circulation, dormant for months, 
has staned to grow 

One New York daily reports an increase of 
100,000 over last year 1 he f kuaga Daily 
Tribune and its auxiliary publications are 
reported to be using 30 tons more news print 
daily than is bring produced in their Cana¬ 
dian mills, which normally exceeds their re¬ 
quirements The I tttUa State’, Setvui a 
business mens weekly barometer sent out 
from Washington, after months of bearish 
advice on the paper situation, is now advis 
ing Its clients to purciiase and hoard paper 
auinst lessened supply and higher prices 
which It foresees in the near future Ihe 
prices of pulp of all grades and of other paper 
making materials is stiffening Mills idle for 
some tune are coming back into operation 
While these developments still leave the 
industry some distance from the peak of 
activity it enjoyed a year ago, they nre looked 
upon as indicating a much more stable con 
dition of trade in the near future and will no 
doubt, if they continue have a bearing when 
It I omes to deciding upon next year s prices 
which may not be much before the end of 
November 

In regard to European paper and its effect 
on the \merican market, neither Ameiiian 
nor Canadian producers look upon it as a 


really serious factor They recall that 
normally this continent is not a natural 
market for European paper and that even as 
recently as a vear ago, such imports were 
negligible Ihey assert that in the paper 
business conditions are subject to reversal 
almost over night and say that it would not 
be surprising to see European paper disajyiear 
from the Ament an market with the same 
suddenness with which it made its appearance 
I a few months ago A revival of paper con- 
I sumption in E urope which many believe to 
be imminent would they say, go a long way 
towards bringing it about

SigniAcant figures as to the future growth 
of the paper industry are made public by the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, which 
finds that only four new machines are

The manufacluren spend thousands a 3 ear 
in trying to produce a clean sheet of paper 
We know that paper which is not sold for 
“firsts has to be sold for "seconds or 
" thirds' or has to be milled over again, 
meaning the loss of labour, and many other 
things In order to illustrate what 1 intend 
to show, 1 will ask the reader to walk with 
me through the mill to get acquainted and 
try and locate some of the papermakers 
difficulties 

We will start from the bale of rags A bale 
of rags has to be loosened, so they are run 
through a machine which is called a spreader 
They are then taken to remove all buttons, 
hooks, eyes, etc, and the seams that are in the 
rags must be opened to loosen the dirt that 
might be in them When this is done they are 
sorted and put in piles according to their 
value 1 hey are next run through a set of 
knives which cuts them into small pieces, 
from which they ire put through a large 
screen that is called a duster to remove what 
ever dirt is left in them, and then cooked to 
remove all oil and grease 


The rags are then washed and bleached, and 
dropped into large vats or what papermakers 
call drainers, to drain out the liquors and 
gases that are used in cooking and bleaching. 
They are then ready for the beating engines, 
where there is a large roll of bars that cuts 
the!« rags into small, liazy fibres After a 
length of time we let these fibres down into a 
chest, from where, if we do net have a jordan, 
they are pumped up to a box called a stuff 
box where they are mixed with water and 
then run along into a box called a sand 
catcher and into a screen that lets it flow on to 
A Wire cloth where it is formed into a thin 
layer It is squemied and run on felts to get 
whatever water which could not be got from 
It when on the wire and then run over large 
cylinders filled with steam to further dr3 it 

We now have a sheet of paper Ingoing 
along no mention was made of the use 01 
wood nor of the various chemicals used to 
give durability, colour, sizing, etc, as there 
are so many waya that these are used and 1 
would be drifting from my vibject 

Where Dirt Arlsea 

Now that we have a sheet of paper, let us 
try to find where the dirt is coming from 
Starting at the washing engine, we know 
there is a large roll that draws the lags out 
into long fibres This roll has a good many 
steel bars and i«> continuously revolving in 
water In this washing engine there is a de 
vice called a button catcher that catches 
hooks, pins, buttons etc, that might have got 
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in during the wrting If lhi« button catcher 
II not clean the buttons etc, mil break 
an i> with the result that they will get into 
the slni k go through the null and make a lot 
of wa*te When the slock is washed ind 
bleached, we are ready to let it down into 
the drainers Did you notice the floor of} our 
draiiiei and the side nails’ Was it fit to let 
down the cImo white stoi k ’ 

If WL ire ready to furnish our beating 
engine, we must get the stock up If >ou are 
digging slock are you walking on it with 
dirty shoes’ Did you notiie the condiliuii of 
your slock car is it ht to put nice white slock 
into * If you do not notice these hon c in you

The Water 

We cannot make pape r without water, can 
we’ We know that water runs a long way 


and that alter a while will rot a stone away

washeis and machine IS usually filtered and 
m a good many mills that I have worked in 
the water pipes overflow Water bagsshould

can he taken donn in short notice 

We mil go to the stuff gate now and let the 
stuff run through the sand catcher Some men 
believe in a short sand catcher IF you run 
the stuff through a long sand catcher, it will 
make it slow If the bottom of sand catcher 
has a nice, lung nappy felt on the floor and 
yoiih'ive it arranged soyourstuff hasanup and 
down flow, It gives the diit a chance to strike 
this nappy felt and cling to it 

A Matal Catcher 

Rust and metal are othei things to be con 
sidered A good many paper machines to 
day have metal catchers 1 believe a good 
place to have this is just before it strikes the 
screen because you are running the stuff 
through a long sand trap and you ha\e it 
arranged to give th*it up and down flow I he 
long nappy felt is getting the most of it, so 
that the metal catcher will not have to do 
much work-and 1 think you can get better 
results 

VVc are non ready to run our stuff over the 
wire Beneath the wire is a box called a 
save all which catches everything that comes 
from the wire If the save alls are made so 


little things go to show show easy it n to 
make dirt If men would spend a little more 
time and watch these little things in different 
departments, it would mean a great deal to 
the manufacturers, and to the men them¬ 
selves 

With all my experience, 1 have never run 
across a man that did not want to give results 
in a paper mill I think if men were given 
time and fone of water, etc the manufac 
turers would save in their finishing room 
thousands a yeai 1 he employees cannot do 
everything it is up to the management of a 
mill to have a system —Paper Industry

one came loose and the circular fell into the 
hands of a would be vigilent official, who 
found the word sample in place of ‘ pat 
tern 1 his was enough—there is no longer 
a sample post We have got strict instruc¬ 
tions that these must cease, as we are taking 
an undue advantage Personally, we cannot 
see the difference, these are patterns of what 
we can supply, just as much aa the lilhoed 
patterns of the textile manufacturer er ma¬ 
chine maker all of whose lisu are allowed, 
and thus is the paper and printing trade pen¬ 
alised We take it we can send out a circular, 
but It must not be on the goods we have to 
leil that It IS pnnted 

In the same way a dealMr in textiles, having 
sought a consignment w^ich he wishes to 
lell rapidly, may send out a circular to hu 
srospective customers, but bo may not send 
sot along with it even a postage stamp pat¬ 


tern of the material Note — W e are quite 
well aware of the ipccual regulations as re 
,gards circulars now 

Under these i ircumstanres, with such a 
Government full of ' restraints on trade," is 
It any wonder that we have paper mills, 
printing works, and textile factories shut to 
d» and unemployment all round? 

No, what we want is not these desk workers 
looking loi restraints, but in London espe¬ 
cially let them be put out to deliver our

C oinmg subseciiii ntl) tn London Mr Besan 
and Mr Ciosstouk up researih wuih at the 
Jodrcll 1 iboialory Kew Oardens wheiethey 
coiilinued and extended their technical svi rk 
in rtlation to the constitution of the jute 
hbre substance In 1S92 Mr (. ross discovered 
the viscose process of treating cellulose, and, 
with Mr Uevin and the late Mi ( laytoii 
Beadle patented the process 1 he industrial 
developments weie subsequeiitls launched 
through propiietais companies formed for 
the purpose in 1B93 and iijcw 
It was during their location at Kew that Mr 
Bevan and Mr Cross developed their cun 
nection with the paper industry Iheir re 
seaich woik biought them into association 
with Mr George Fry 1 < L S, of I homson 
Bonar andc^o,at the time when thes were 
pioneering with Mr C D Ekman the bi 
sulphite wood process A practical factor of 
ot these deselopments was the paper mill at 
Ilford under the successful management of Mr 
D'Oyley Mears and these together consti¬ 
tuted theeffectivepioneer group of the industry 
In l8ai Mr Bevan found it necessary to 
launch out into the field of professional 
chemistry, and he secured the appointment of 
public analyst to the Middlesex County 
Council He then became a well known and 
highly respected figure in local circles, with 
his residence at Watford 
He was closely identified with the activities 
of the Society of Public Anal3mts, occupying 
at intervals the offlns of secretary. Fellow, 
ipember of Council and Vice - President 
of the Institute Mr Bevan who was

Increased Interest Rssult of War 

1 Ins increased interest in the digestion of

Plaal Product Short 
While eodium hydroxide even at a low 
temperature, hae a aolveiit action for straw 
lignin, and at higher temperatures easily and 
completely dissolves the lignin, at the same 
time It attacks a considerable amount of the 
straw cellulose, so that the final product is 
short and hard (glassy) Sodium carbonate 
on the other hand, has a very slight solvent 
action for lignin at low temperatures, but as 
the temperature increases its solvent actioy 
also increases, so that at elevated tempera 
tures it completely dissolves the straw lignin, 
but it does not attack l)ie straw cellulose, and 
the cellulose, therefore, has better properties 
Since sodium carbonate has a higher mole¬ 
cular weight than sodium h}droxide, the 
formation of the sodium salt of lignin, which 
IB the result of the digestion will require the 
presence of a correspondingly larger amount 
of sodium carbonate I he sodium salt of 
ligmn which is formed behaves, on titration, 
in the same way as sodium bicarbonate If 
samples of the liquor are taken from time to 
time during the process of digestion and if 
these are titrated for soda in the usual wav 
with ethyl orange as the indicator the titer 
remained constant and it appears asif no soda 
was being used by the digestion Simultaneous 
titration with phenolphthalein shows how 
ever, that the soda is being consumed I he 
sodium carbonate is not therefore an un 
necessarv ballast, but is capable of producing 


a noticeable chemical digestion Straw niav 
be completely digested with sodium carbonate 
at eight atmospheres pressure with a yield of 
40 to 45 per cent of pulp T he pressure mav 
be increased to ten atmospheres without 
injury to the straw pulp The resulting pulp 
IS not hard (glassy) and has good properties 
(strength) Its colour is gray with a pale 
brownish tint, but is readily bleacheif A 
small amount of added sodium hydroxide 
gives a brighter pulp

The advantagea of the sodium carbonate 
digestion over the sodium hydroxide diges 
tion are 

The material is not attacked as much as by 
the sodium hydroxide, and therefore the soda 
pulp IB stronger, is easy bleaching and mav 
find use as half stuffs and as such possesses t 
natural sizing Thecalcming orcauslicisi^, 
which ordinarily is accompanied with dim 
culties because of the silica prese-t is avoided 
and therefore the regeneration of the w asle 
liciuors IS considerably simplified 

One interesting and important fart in con 
nection with the recovery process is that if the 
waste liquor is separateci from the pulp snd 
allowed to stand for some time a precipitate 
IS formed If one determines the specihc 
gravity the content of extract and the ash 
before and after the separation of the prri 1 
pitate. It IS observed that the formation nl 
this precipitate causes a marked driiease iii 
the specihc gravity of the liquor and that the 
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extract ranlent is lower but that the extract 
IS considerably higher in inorganir sub 
etanee In other words, there is a puiifiration 
of the waste liquors by the precipitation of 
the lignin 

Another surprising thing is the fact that the 
carbon dioxide is not manifested as excess 
pressure during the cooking although it must 
be assumed that in the chemical reactions of 
the digestion process carbon dioxide is 
liberated I ikewise in the extract of the 
liquor very little carbon dioxide can be de 
tected unless, of course this is mixed with an 
excess of soda The lack of carbon dioxide 
has as yet not been explained 

■■voBtlgatloaB Under Way 

It may be supposed perhaps, that the car 
bon dioxide plays some role in the formation 
of the above mentioned precipitate and it is 
also conceivable that a reaction occurs, 
eimilai to the formation of salic>lii and in 
which sodium phenolate and carbon dioxide 
are concerned Ihe investigation of the 
function of the carbon dioxide in the dec um 
position process is under wav But whatever 
the chemical reactions involved mav be, the 
fact remains that the soda liquors are freed 
from a pait of their lignin content Because 
of this It IS often possible to use the liquors 
without evaporation and thus save this costly 
operation The precipitate as well as the 
«oiicentrated liquors may be used for the re 
covery of soda, by a kind of Le Blanc pro 
cess, using lime and sodium sulphate, in 


which the lignin is the source of the fuel 
The calcium sulphide formed in this process 
may be worked over by Ihe usual processes, 
BO that there is no loss of sulphur as there is 
in the sulphate process The small amount 
of sodium hydroxide formed in the process is 
advantageous to the digestion 

The precipitate which has been mentioned 
has been shown to be an excellent tanning 
material, >ielding a good, pliable top leather

IB CoetlBp a Technical Sub|act7 

Mr Farrow in the course of his paper, auf; 
gesled that while it was written from the 
point of new of hne papeis, consideration of 
the application of the underl>inB principle of 
hie address would prove interesting and use 
ful to the members of the 1 rchnical Section 
His feelings of apprehension, on this point, 
were not relieved when he read a note in the 
World i Papot Jrada Heviow, to the effect 
that costing hardly fell within the range of 
matters to be dealt with by that section He 
would like to join issue with that statement 
It was his humble opinion that the subject of 
costing was all important to technical people 
in any business (Hear hear) Just as book 
keeping was the diarv of the business if it 
reeordM the finannal effect of every execu 
tive action so should costing be a diary of 
the actions of the technical people in a 
manufacturing concern, silently but surely 
calculating records thereof to be used in evi 
dence against them He believed in open and 
frank discussion taking place between the 
financial administration and the technical 
sections of a business, for theieby only could 
the business move forward with the umied 
efloits of dll concerned, and in his opinion 
periodical costs were a vital matter on which 
such discussion should take place 1 he writer 
of the note in the 11 01 Id 5 Paper 1 tado Heoua 
realised the importance of the subject, and his 
suggestion that costing might well receive 
the consideration of a separate set tion of the 
Association deserved the attention of them 
all (Hear hear) 

l■portaBce of Coating 

Ihe chairman in inviting discussion 
referred to the social character of the gather 
ings of the Technical Section, which he looked 
upon as one of the really good sides of the 
movement The more they met and talked 
together the more they realised that the old 


suspicion of their competitors which existed 
before the war was a thing of the past 1 he 
motive of the Section, however, was not 
merely social intercourse, but a consideration 
of the larger problems which faced the indus 
try Incidentally he said he would rather 
like to ask Mr Farrow if he could tell them 
how to make proHts in the present state of 
business (Laughter) • 

Proceeding Mr Qoldstraw said no one 
would deny the extreme importance of a 
costing system, and he hoped all who were 
engaged in the industry would read and study 
Mr 1 arrow s paper In his own concern they 
had a costing arrangement which was 
smaller and simpler than the system outlined 
for the fine mills Costing was a matter 
which was coming very much to the front, 
not only in papermakmg, but in other trades, 
and the chairman particularly mentioned the 
printing industry, which was allied to their 
own He added that the Englishman was 
notoriously a nan who worked by rule of 
thumb Averages were all very well and 
they w orked when there “was a margin on 
selling price over the cost which was sufficient 
to provide for waste and other things that 
were not reflected in the system, but he was 
convinced that the sooner they got down to 
scientific costing the more likely they were 
to make a success of their business 

Hecklordlan CommeaiC 

Mr F Heckford who said his criticism 
should not be taken too seriously, accepted 
Mr Farrows paper without much comment 
on the details, because any system of mill 
costing was based on accountancy or book 
, keeping lines and those responsible for draw¬ 
ing up the system and keeping the books 
were ai countants and clerks It was not the 
mill foieman the engineer or the chemist who 
indulged in this kind of gymnastics (laughte|)

Altltade of Technical flan 

Mr Arthur Baker exprewed high apprecia 
lion of Mr Farrow a paper Referring to the 
speakers obaervationa with regard to the 
paragraph in the H urld s Pap§rTradt Retuw, 
which was not the expreaaed opinion of the 
Editor he said there was no doubt that the 
address was a suitable one to be biouglit 
before the 1 echnical Section (Hear, hear) 
For one reason, in the past technical men 
sui h as engineers and practiial papermakers 
had not realised the necessity for a real cost 
ing system in their works Many of them may 
have realised that a costing system was de 
urable, but they had never put their backs 
into the task of carrying it out when it was 
introduced They had much the same atti¬ 
tude of mind that the papermaher formerly 
had with regaid to the chemist and the rn 
ginesr It is true that some \ ears ago c osting 
systems generillv speaking men very rare 
Papermakers were content with a monthly 
trading account or a half yearly balance 
sheet Mure recently however eilorls had 
been made to put the industry on a costing 
basis and it was very desirable that figures 
were got out on some sensible plan otherwise 
thes got their costs irregularly with the re 
suit that people were put out of business,' 
or the product was plac ed on the market at a 
cost will! Ii was far too high I hey knew the 
latter was the case in a kindred industry and 
it W1S a \er> important point Mr Baker 
thought It quite a sound method that 
materials should bear all the ixpenses in 
curied in connection with getting them into 
the fac tory or the warehoukv He went on to 
ask Mr Farrow what he considered the shortest 
period for which costs should be got out 
w I ethei weekly or once a month 1 he paper 
h^d been written with reference to a hneroill 
where they were dea’ing with a high priced 
product In such a mill an elaborate system 
c ould be carried out and labour charges might 
become yerj excessive if theie was no proper 
supeivision But supposing they were work 
ing out a costing system for a coipparatisely 
large mill, say of four machines, and two of 
those machines were making quite different 


cjualities uf paper from the other two, how 
would Mr Farrow deal with the allocation 
of the on cost i barges if he desired to obtain 
individual costs on different machines’ Would 
he baM his on cost and other direct charges on 
a tonnage basis, or in relation to the widlii ol 
the machine ’ 

Dllferontinl Prollla 

Mr k A Dawe, il M Stationery Olhce re 
ferred to the sub division of the Papermakers 
Vssociation into various sections cos eiiiig fine 
writings, news wood free, and espailo 1 hey 
all introduced a similar costing system and 
they all agreed on a selling price, but thev 
weie making differential pruhls He asked if 
that system was to continue, or w as the manu 
facturer to be a free ^ent and sell his paper 
at a fair profit Mr Dawe took exception to 
a statement of Mr harrows that the thick 
papers paid foi the thin It had been made 
the excuse foi not making thin printing 
during the war that there was no tonnage 
lonnage was the. fetish of the paper null 
1 hev yyere not making paper for posteiity 
but for the pocket He asked papermakers to 
get these things out of their niimis and lu 
intrediiip a system of costing so that they 
could make their thin papers pay loi the m 
selves Ihe speaker also complained Hi it 
iiiaiiuf ictiireis charged variable prices lor 
their wrappers and string He urgcil them to 
eliniiiiite that mactire and chugi all tlir 
ime price 

Mr Dawe put a vniietv of oiliir cnnniiii 
drums which induced the cliaiini-iii to obserse 
that perhaps it w a doubtful ady ml «ge to 
hwt iconsumei imongst them Mi Uewe 
however had given them an idea tiid th it 
was if tlitrc w IS to he a i ostiiig sy tern in the 
papei tract! so far as the mills were i omeined 
it should be on a uniform basis 11 n as a ques 
tion whether they should base then price niw 
the square inch oi per ton but whuhevei' 
factoi they used as a basis thrvgnt i different 
result when it tame to a question of sub 
stance I hat explained why diffeient pruts 
were i barged fnr diffeient substance** 

Mr b I Ciuild representing a sin ill hand 
made mill said he was in a positinii to give 
the figures of the dry weight of boiled rags 
that was to say they weie in a positiuii to 
weigh the lags altii they werehoiled anil he 
would be pleased to give Mr Fariow the in 
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fornidtion These hgurn showed not an esti¬ 
mated lou, but an actual loss in boiling 
Mr L N Burt Mid if they were going to add 
a percentage for on costs, how were they 
going to arrive at the proportion between 
their output and the percentage they added * 
Supposing they took an average of hve yean 
output at the mill and they calculated their 
total charges, in preparing their estimate they 
would not know what their output for the 
time would be,parti( ularly in conditions such 
as prevailed now What rule would Mr 
Farrow lay down to tell them what percen 
tage they should put on in preparing esti 
mates so that they covered their running 
charges? I he ordinary method of arriving at 
their oncosts worked out fairly well on an 
average, but occasionally they found slight 
discrepant les between the charges which 
were made If Mr Harrow could lay down 
some definite rules tui arriving at on tests it 
would be a great help not only to paper 
makers, but to other people Mr Burt added 
that if a little more attention was paid to 
educating workpeople in the ludiments of 
bookkeeping, so that they could understand 
a balance sheet, employers would have a 
great deal less trouble with the workpeople 
when they came to settle wages and hours 
and so on (Hear, hear) 

Mlllloaa iiavod by Costlag 
In replying to the discussion Mr 1 arrow 
first took up the quistion at what intervals 
costs should be taken He mentioned that he 
was in charge of the costing of the t xplosives 
Department of the Ministry of Munitions 
during the war and there were Hj factories 
At one of these factories they had a daily cost 
Hid at 6 o clock in the morning the i ost of 
production was put on the superintendents 
desk In that way many millions of money 
was saved to the country At (iretna where 
some 40,000 people were employed they got 
out monthly costs with a similar saving 
When they came to the costs of a paper mill 
if the arrangements and the local conditions 
allowed he thought the power plant should 
be costed weekly As to ordinarv costing he 
thought the periodical costs should run 
monthly say four or five weeks With regard 
to the allocation of on costa in a multi ma 
chine mill, the method they adopted was to 
work on the number of inches of the machine 
With regard to the overhead charges, one 
could deal with them in a number of ways 
Referring to Mr Dawe s quotations of prices 
for Wiggins, Teape papers Mr Farrow men¬ 
tioned tnat one of those referred to attained 
a very high standard of efficiency and on that 
they obtained a very high price On the 
other hand, for a bank paper which had to 


compete with foreign papei, which was im 
ported, the price was not fixed according to 
the cost but according to what they could 
get on It, and they lost money on that parti 
cular grade Dealing with the question of 
what the output was likely to be, Mr Farrow 
said in their case they took one month with 
another and they had the figures for every 
machine showing on costs for everyi 10 per 
cent from 30 up to too per cent, so that they 
knew for eveiy machine according to the 
output what they would get from that ma 
chine if they worked full time Fiom this 
table they knew exactly what the on cost 
would be d( I ording to the percentage of out 
put and they knew how they stood in every 
make of paper Mr F arrow intimated that 
if he could be of any assistance to paper 
makers he would be pleased to help them in 
any way he could 

Value ol Tochnlcol Dlacnaolous 

In proposing a vote of thanks to Mr Farrow 
for his paper, Mr Ijoldstraw again emphasised 
the importance of the techfncal gatherings 
and the good which rath 6f them derived 
from them His experience of the last lew 
years both in the Federation and in the 
Association convinced him that it did no 
harm to discuss then affairs in a general way 
with their competitors, in fad, only good 
resulted and they stood to gam more than to 
lose by the inttii.hangc ol ideas He ex 
piessed the hope that they would have more 
costing papers before the lechnical Section 
because while tei hnology was very valuable 
111 the paper mill, it would soon come to an 
end if thf costing end of the businiss did 
nut show a profat 

1 he vote of thanks having been cordially 
I an led, Mr luster corrected Mi Dawe with 
regard to a settled price being ananged by 
the sections ol the Association observing^ 
that theit was nothing of the sort 1 hey onl^ 
wished there were One of the curses of the 
papeiiiiaker a as that, whatever the technical 
gentlemen might do, the selling end could 
not get a price that would show a profit
